where the concrete 
fa has given way and fallen 
off. The viaduct was opened to 
traffic Oct. 23, 1957. 3 
Myer Ableman, urban area en- 
gineer for the State Highway 
Department here, and John Lay- 
tham, district maintenance en- 
gineer for the department, said 
yesterday salt, which was spread 
on the roadway during the win- 
ter, might have caused the dis- 
integration. 
Laytham, whose division will 
make repairs at state expense, 
said he could not estimate cost 
without further study of the 
damage, but he indicated it 
would be considerably less than 
$10,000. 

Tons of Salt Used. 
Ableman pointed out that the 
highway department spread 
many tons of salt on the road- 
way during the severe weather 
last month and in February. 

“Salt could have caused the 
concrete in the median to dis- 
integrate,” he said, ‘because 
when the salt was pushed aside 
by automobiles and roadscrap- 
ers, it was pushed toward the 
strip.” 

Both Laytham and Ableman 
said they did not believe the 
disintegration stemmed from 
faulty construction. 

Ableman noted that depart- 
ment inspectors check materials 
used during every step of con- 
struction of a roadway, or any 
other project. The contractor 
“lived up to his contract and to 
all specifications,’ he said. ‘“The 
job was inspected from A to Z 
before we accepted it.” 

Could Have Been Faulty. 

He added, however, that a 
small batch of concrete might 
have been faulty. 

Laytham said he had inspected 
the damage with a representa- 
tive from the department’s 
bridge construction division in 
Jefferson City and that in all 
probability a crew from that 
division would come here soon 
to make repairs. 

“It is not a very big job,” he 
said. ‘“‘We’ll knock off some of 
the old concrete, set up frames 
and pour new concrete into them. 
Last winter was a rough one. 
Not only concrete roads and 
bridges were damaged, but alsa

City building inspectors con- 
demned an additional 27 dwell- 
ings in whole or in part last 
week as they approached the 
end of an inspection campaign 
on the near north side. 

Figures made public yesterday 
_ by Public Safety Director Joseph 
P. Sestric showed inspectors 
have visited all but 40 of the 
estimated 1000 buildings in the 
45-block area. A total of 117, or 
12.2 per cent, have been con- 
demned. 

Inspectors last week found 82 
persons living in structures con- 
sidered unsafe or unfit for occu- 
pancy. A total of 493 persons 
now have been directed to find 
other living quarters since the 
campaign began March 14. 

The inspection drive was or- 
dered in the wake of an outbreak 
of deaths in fires in the first 
two months of the year. Major 
building code violations were 
found in many of the burned 
structures. 

A total of 3899 violations has 
been listed by inspectors thus 
far in the drive, an average of 
more than four violations for 
each building. Twenty-seven per 
cent were fire safety violations.

If people are hurting, then we’ll 
have to cut the cloth to fit the 
purse.” 

Deadline for This Year. 

The new rate must be certi- 
fied to the aldermen and County 
Council by May. 15 if it is to go 
into effect this year. The trus- 
tees will have to vote approval 
of the rate before it can be cer- 
tified. The board’s decision to 
impose the new tax is not sub- 
ject to review by either govern- 
mental body. 

The board’s proposed 6-cent 
rate also would raise money for 
an emergency fund and for some 
maintenance which has been de- 
ferred because of lack of funds. 
Some members believe cuts can 
be made in these areas if nec- 


essary. 

The effect of the new rate 
schedule would be to lower 
charges for most home owners, 
but raise them for many indus- 
tries, apartments and rooming 
houses.

During the curfew one night, 
when political workers were 
barred from the streets, hun- 
dreds of posters appeared mys- 
teriously showing Chang dressed 
in a Japanese uniform with- his 
name written underneath in 
Japanese.

Democrats Clubbed. 


Uniformed police clubbed 
Democrats to keep them away 
from the polls.

Many of the Liberal ballots 
were cast by voters who came 
to. the polls in groups of three. 
Two “reliable” Liberals accom- 
panied each doubtful one and. 
saw to it that he voted right. 

As reports of these irregu- 
larities reached Democratic 
party headquarters, the Demo- 
crats decided to discontinue 
participation in the eléction and 
withdrew from the counting of 
votes. This left the Liberals in 
charge of the count and helped 
assure the lopsided victory. 

Officials here believe the 
Democrats would have retained 
the vice presidency in an elec- 
tion that was all fair.

Public Ownership of Mass 
Transportation Examined in 


Los Angeles, Other Cities 


Comprehensive Plan To Serve Wide Area Is Being 
Worked Out By Southern California City — All 
Problems Are Not Solved Overnight—New York, 
Boston, Cleveland and Chicago Also Noted.

LOS ANGELES, April 23. 


NINE MAJOR CITIES in the United States have m--s transit sys- 
tems operating under public ownership. Of these Los A..2eles stands 


out, holding the limelight because 


its switch from p~ivate to public 


ownership is one of the most recent and most far-reaching. 


Los Angeles has taken the road proposed 
this week for St. Louis. Believing that 
public ownership offers St. Louis the only 
hope for improving present service and for 
ultimately developing a rapid transit sys- 
tem, Mayor Raymond R. Tucker proposed 
that the city buy the transit system con- 
trolled by National City Lines, Inc., Chi- 
cago holding company which operates 
transportation systems in more than a 
score of cities. 


LOS ANGELES bought out a National 
City Lines subsidiary, consolidated this 
two suburban lines and began an im- 

iate improvement of service. Mean- 
while, it is making an intensive study of 


. the feasibility of developing a rapid transit 


system. 

The Los Angeles operation is being car- 
ried out through the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, a public corporation created by 
thé state. This agency is not finding its 
joB’ easy in an area where the number of 
private automobiles per person is the high- 
est'in the world, where a network of free- 
ways is continually expanding and where 
digtances between neighborhoods to be 
served are tremendous. 


‘Under MTA, public transportation in 
Lés Angeles and environs undoubtedly 
improved. This was achieved with 

ne einen and better schedules. But 
7 are still riding and standing in 
sWaying, crowded busses. Even under 
Public ownership, rapid transit is not to 
be arhieved overnight. 


The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
started the movement which led to MTA 
when it went to the State Legislature in 
. @ program calling for develop- 
tof a rapid transit system to be com- 
bi with construction of freeways. 

Upider private operation of mass transit 
thig was the setup here: 

Downtown Los Angeles and its immediate 
environs were served by Los Angeles Tran- 
sit “Lines, a. subsidiary of National City 
Lines.. The suburbs were served by Metro- 
politan Coach Lines, which had bought out 
the passenger service of the Pacific Elec- 
trig, and by Asbury Transportation Co., a 

outfit operating around the fringes of 
thé metropolitan area. 

Consolidating all three transportation 
companies, MTA took over. There are 
those who say everyone came out very 
well. 

Los Angeles Transit Lines, long unpopu- 
lar because of its uncompromising attitude 
and continuous battles with the State Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission for fare increases 
(which it usually won), sold its equipment 
to MTA for $21,335,000. The price paid for 
Metropolitan Coach Lines was $13,350,000. 
Asbury was acquired for $515,000. 

MTA paid for all this with $40,000,000 in 
revenue bonds it managed to sell only at 
the eleventh hour. 

Under the Transit Authority Act passed 
by the Legislature in 1957, the Governor 
appointed a seven-member board of direc- 
tors. These were civic leaders whose only 
compensation was $50 a meeting. The boss 
jon the executive director, Ralph Merritt, 

ing promoter. He was paid approxi- 
mate $25,000 a year. 


For months MTA negotiated with in- 
vestment bankers for a $40,000,000 bond 
issue. to finance acquisition ef properties 
of ‘the three transit companies and pro- 
vide working capital and necessary re- 
serves. March 3, 1958 was fixed as the 
deadline for selling the bonds and an 
agreement with a New York banking’ 
group was reached at 7 a.m. on that 


In less than one hour, all the docu- 
' ments were signed and MTA was in busi- 
, Ress, 


The agency, which operates on a tax-free 
basis, is not subject to regulation by the 
State Public Service Commission. It has 
authority to increase fares at its own dis- 
cretion, and one of its first moves was a 
fare increase—the price of tokens which 
had been selling seven for a dollar was 
changed to six for a dollar. This move 
was considered necessary to meet wage in- 
creases granted employes on strike. 

The basic cash fare now is 20 cents, with 
tokens eliminated. A multiple zone sys- 
tem exacts higher fares for longer rides. 


WHAT HAS MTA accomplished in addi- 
tion to improving service? 

After paying interest on its bonds, it has 
made a little money. And it has set out 
along the path charted for it to investigate 
‘the feasibility of a rapid transit system for 
the sprawling metropolitan area. 


There has been considerable impa- 
tience on the part of Los Angeles citizens 
because of the number of costly surveys 
MTA has sponsored, 


Coverdale & Colpitts, New York consult- 
ing engineers were paid $355,000 for an 
origin-and-destination survey. They con- 
cluded that the Los Angeles area has four 
main “traffic corridors’”—to the San Fer- 
nando Valley, out Wilshire boulevard, to 
Long Beach and the harbor area, and east- 


director who succeeded Merritt had this 
answer: 

“You know and I know where the travel 
corridors are around here. But our opin- 
ions are not negotiable with the investment 
bankers. Those of Coverdale & Colpitts 
are.” 


MTA paid the Los Angeles engineering 
firm of Daniel, Mann, Johnson & Menden- 
hall an initial $100,000 to study proposals 
for transportation systems that would zip 
through the “travel corridors.” The engi- 
neers listened to everyone from represen- 
tatives of international syndicates to back- 
yard inventors. There were numerous 
plans, with little in common except a fig- 
ure of $400,000,000 as the estimated cost of 
starting a rapid transit system. 


After studying all the proposals the 
engineers recently reported that maybe 
the transit system should be part sub- 
way, part elevated, part surface. The 
best system, they indicated, would be the 
good old standard-gauge rail with light- 
weight, streamlined equipment. 


This jolted dreams of a ribbon-like net- 
work of underslung monorail cars speeding 
around Los Angeles to make it the city of 
tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, MTA has given the Los 
Angeles engineering firm another contract 
for $150,000 to figure out the details—ex- 
actly what type of equipment should be 
used, exactly where the lines should run, 
where passenger stations should be, what 
the fare structure would have to be, sohed- 
ules, etc. ., | 

The report on this is due in June. Then, 
says Gilliss, there will have to be another 
survey, a feasibility survey to determine 
whether the system which is recommend- 
ed would pay off 

MTA has no taxing power now, but it 
may have to seek such power if revenue 
bonds proposed for financing construction 
of rapid transit facilities prove unsalable. 

There also is a possibility of federal sub- 
sidy, with the Defense Department defray- 
ing part of the cost if the system includes 
downtown subways which could serve as 
bomb shelters. Building subways in down- 
town Los Angeles might cost as much as 
$20,000,000 a mile. 


OTHER MAJOR EXAMPLES of public 
ownership and operation of mass transit 
in this country are Boston, Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, New York, San Antonio, San 
Francisco and Seattle. Of these, only Chi- 
cago, Cleveland and Seattle have met all 
their obligations to date from transit reve- 
nues. 

The Chicago Transit Authority, which be- 
gan functioning in 1947, operates part of 
its service over rapid transit rail facilities 
which have been constructed with public 
funds. It has been handicapped by the 
need to modernize a system that had run 


down in private operation, but has made . 


many improvements. CTA has called upon 
the Illinois Legislature to provide public 
funds for construction and maintenance of 
rapid transit facilities in the future. 


Cleveland’s self-supporting transporta- 
tion system includes two rapid transit 
lines. One of these, a survivor from the 
old interurban days, runs from down- 
town to Shaker Heights. The other is a 
$35,000,000 system, completed four years 
ago, running east and west from down- 
town. High-speed, comfortable new 
trains have lured many away from their 
automobiles. 


The Cleveland Transit System which be- 
gan operating in 1942, has paid off the 
bonds originally issued to buy private 
properties and now has outstanding only 
the revenue bonds issued to finance its 
rapid transit. 

Seattle, where public ownership dates to 
1919, likewise has paid off all the debt. 

Boston’s Metropolitan Transit Authority 
dates from 1918. Detroit went to public 
ownership in 1921, and the bonds it issued 
then to purchase the transit system have 
been paid off in part from earnings and in 
part by general obligation financing. Sub- 
sequent capital improvements have been 
financed by the city in the same manner. 

The New York Transit Authority, which 
began operating in 1940, is obligated to be 
self-supporting, but the obligation is limited 
to operating expenses and does not include 
provision for either depreciation or debt 
service. The properties operated by the 
authority in part were built and in part 
were purchased by the city with funds se- 
cured by general obligation financing. 


New York City supplies the funds needed. 


for capital financing. Debt service is pro- 
vided for in the general budget of the city, 
and currently aggregates about $90,000,000 
a year. 


San Antonio is the latest addition to 
the public ownership ranks. It bought 
out the private bus system last year after 
a prolonged fight over fares. Funds for 
the purchase were provided in part by 
an issue of general obligation bonds and

CHRISTIAN A. HERTER 


Herter’s First Year 
As Secretary of State 


Verdict of Fair-Minded Appraisers: He Has Done 
a Good Job — Quiet and Unspectacular — Shares 
Responsibility With Top Officials in Department.

WASHINGTON, April 23. 


SECRETARY OF STATE CHRISTIAN A. HERTER carries in his 
billfold a card which he takes out and shows to questioners who ask him 
what we are going to do about Fidel Castro in Cuba. On the card are 
typed Articles 15 and 16 of the Charter of the Organization of American 


States signed in 1948. 

Article 15 denies the right of any state 
to intervene with force in the affairs of 
another state. Article 16 goes. even far- 
ther: 

“No state may use or encourage the use 
of coercive measures of an economic or 
political character in order to force the 
sovereign will of another state and obtain 
from it advantages of any kind.” 


This is his ‘answer to those who are 
urging action to forbid shipments. of oil 
and other essential commodities to Cuba. 
Despite the growing fear and resentment 
of the Castro government in much of 
Latin America, an economic boycott 
would generate an equal suspicion of the 
United States, in Herter’s view. 


COMPLETING his first year as Secre- 
tary of State in a revolutionary world, 
Herter, as a man of principle and char- 
acter, is trying to hold the line for law 
and order. It is a difficult if not an im- 
possible task. And as his immediate pred- 
ecessors learned to their sorrow, being 
Secretary of State under the American 
system of divided powers and divided re- 
sponsibilities is largely a thankless task. 


The verdict on Herter, among fair- 
minded appraisers, taking into account 
the circumstances of his coming into 
office near the close of an Administra- 
tion, is that in a quiet, unspectacular 
fashion, he has done a good job. 


He has not pleased the mutterers on 
the right who want the American way of 
life to prevail everywhere and by force 
if necessary. Nor has he satisfied those 
who look for a bolder and more daring 
response to the Communist challenge. But 
he has walked a middle way with quiet 
resolution. 


One of the complaints against Herter 
is that he is not a fighter, that he is too 
much of a gentleman. Yet without table 
pounding, he has marshaled majority 
opinion in the Administration behind a 
nuclear test bar agreement likely to be 
given final approval at the summit con- 
ference. 


This is in itself no mean feat, since the 
in-fighting has been fierce. With the rea- 
sonable persuasion that is his hallmark, 
Herter brought Secretary of Defense 
Thomas S. Gates Jr. around to the belief 
that the risks of a bar with an inspection 
and control system were less than the 
risks of the spread of nuclear weapons 
to fifth, sixth and seventh powers. That 
left the center of the opposition in the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 


In his year in office—with scarcely 
nine months more to go—Herter has 
tried to gwe the State Department and 

officials in the 


sense of partnership and a freedom to 
speak their minds. 


Similarly in dealing with the Western 
allies, Herter has relied far more than his 
predecessor on persuasion and co-opera- 
tion. He has built up a friendly relation- 
ship with French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Couve de Murville that has, in turn, 
strengthened Couve de Murville’s stand- 
ing with his chief, President De Gaulle. 
In the same way he has cultivated Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Heinrich von Bren- 
tano who must cope with the iron whims 
of Chancellor Adenauer. 

Herter obviously would never be the 
same kind of Secretary of State as Dulles. 
He is too modest and too restrained to 
defy the lightning in the bravura man- 
ner of Dulles. Instead, he chose to en- 
courage President Eisenhower to expand 
his good will trips and in this far-flung 
endeavor the President has taken a deep 
satisfaction. It has helped to develop a 
bond between the two men who began 
almost as strangers to one another. 


As every Secretary of State discovers 
in the time of troubles in which we 
live, the lid can blow off anywhere at 
any moment. The Korean uprising is 
currently causing the deepest concern. 


If Syngman Rhee should be driven out 
or assassinated after years of despotic 
rule, no one, including the Secretary of 
State, can tell whether the danger will 
end short of disaster or how stability 
can be restored. 


IN SHORT, the alarm bell is constantly 
ringing. And patient Christian Herter is 
trying with quiet courage and determina- 
tion to damp down the fires. 

Following the tradition of Dulles, and 
despite the advice of some of his close 
friends, Herter has been moving around 
the world at a fast clip in his 12 months 
in office. In his first year, Dulles clocked 
78,000 miles at home and abroad. The 
total for Herter is about 84,000. 

Although he walks with aluminum sticks 
which support him from the elbow, be- 
cause of an acute arthritic condition that 
has been arrested, Herter does not per- 
mit himself any handicaps other than 
his refusal to mill about at large cock- 


tail parties. And many diplomats would 
say that this was, if anything, an ad- 
vantage. ~ 


In the weeks just ahead he will be 
almost continuously on the go. He flies 
to Tehran, capital of Iran, for a meet- 
ing of the CENTO organization. This is 
one of the Dulles constructions formerly 
known as the Baghdad pact. With the 
revolution in Baghdad, in the summer of 
1958, the middle fell out of the pact and 
it became the Central Treaty Organiza- 
tion. The United States is not a full but 
an associated member of CENTO. 

After two days in Tehran, April 28 and 
30, Herter goes to Istanbul in Turkey for

3-Billion-Dollar Defense 


Saving Is Thought Possible 


With Increased Efficiency 


Civilians Who Work on Military Budget Point to 
Needless Expenditures—Savings Would Not Cut 
Weapons or Combat Strength—Veterinary Care 
for Pets, Flight Pay Beyond Needs Are Cited.

privately admit failure in cutting out what they consider needless mil 
tary expenditures amounting to about three billion dollars a year. 


Some of the men who work on the mill- 
tary budget are convinced the Defense 
Department could be run more efficiently 
on $38,000,000,000 than on the present 
$41,000,000,000, with no cut-back in weapons 
or combat strength. 


Among the “horrible examples” they 
would cut out are veterinary care for 
service men’s pets, flight pay far beyond 
the needs of the services and outmoded 
installations: such as the San Francisco 
Presidio, the huge Army post established 
in 1850 to guard the harbor entrance. 


Their criticisms, essentially a free-enter- 
prise view, minimize such factors as serv- 
ice morale and seem to overlook the fact 
that various special advantages and sub- 
sidies enjoyed by military personnel are 
fringe benefits. If they were eliminated, 
military pay would have to be raised to 
keep the military life as attractive as it is 
now. 


THE CRITICS within the Administration 
can cite obvious. cases of waste and ineffi- 
ciency, quite apart from the strictly mili- 
tary decisions about weapons and strategy 
that sometimes are made in the interests 
of budget-cutting. Their call for efficiency 
and economy finds considerable support in 
Congress. 


These men have found that resistance 
to change is built into the system, that 
criticism is suppressed as disloyalty to 
the service, and that those within this 
system have come to believe that the 
system is without serious fault. 


Men who help plan the over-all expendi- 
tures call this attitude “honest introspec- 
tion” and they see little or no chance of 
taming “this animal,” as they term the 
military system as a whole. 

Charles E. Wilson, President Eisen- 
hower’s first Secretary of Defense, was 
considered unable to deal with the prob- 
lem. At General Motors, he was accus- 
tomed to farming out tasks to a dozen 
vice presidents. In the military establish- 
ment, that meant relying on generals and 
admirals who have little incentive to econ- 


omize. 


“Wilson was great at production, but he 


produced a lot of things he didn’t need,” 


said one expert on defense expenditures. 

Neil McElroy, who succeeded Wilson, 
was a sales and promotion man, who 
claimed no background in management ef- 
ficiency and made little dent in the prob- 
lem. 


Thomas S. Gates Jr., the present Sec- 
retary, suits those who want more effi- 
cient management. But he is seen as 
lacking a staff that would back him up 
in a clean sweep of wasteful and out- 
moded expenditures in the nine months 
remaining of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, 


Veterinary care for pets is just one of 
many services and subsidies that the serv- 
ices provide for themselves. The total 
result gives such cradle-to-the-grave pro- 
tection and security that critics within the 
Administration have termed it “‘socialism 
in the military way of life.” 

Military personnel get free medical care 
and hospitalization, continual free educa- 
tion and training, access to commissuries 
where food can be purchased only slightly 
above cost, free travel on Defense De- 
partment planes and ships if space is avail- 
able, Government-financed retirement ben- 
efits, and burial (including pets) in Gov- 
ernment-owned cemeteries. 

The commissary stores alone provide a 
subsidy figured at $75,000,000 a year. 
Prices are 3 per cent above cost, plus 
transportation charges. The prices of com- 
modities are not charged with light, heat, 
or the pay of military personnel assigned 
to duty in the commissary system. 


Personnel living on military bases get 
additional benefits and subsidies. They have 
Government quarters, free utilities, cut- 
rate telephone service, sometimes free fur- 
nishings, sometimes gardeners’ services, 
bus service for the children, cut-rate laun- 
dry privileges and such community serv- 
ices as police and fire protection, roads, 
sewers, libraries,: schools and recreation 
facilities without charge or any special tax. 


FLIGHT PAY began as extra compensa- 
tion for hazardous duty. It has become 
considered as a right by those receiving it, 
even though they do not fill cockpit seats 
and thus are not subjected to the hazard. 
The Government even goes to added ex- 
pense to help such persons “earn” their 
flight pay by providing costly flying pro- 
grams including jet training for many who 
never will have jet flying assignments. 

Special provisions also are made for par- 
achutists’s pay for persons whose duty as- 
signment does not automatically call for 
it. They are permitted to make one jump 
every so many months to qualify for the 
extra pay. 

A pilot’s usefulness as a combat flyer 
ends. at about the age of 32. Yet the Air 
Force says its officers cannot have import- 
ant billets without their wings. As a re 
sult, 90,000 to 100,000 men are putting in 
their “proficiency time” and earning pre- 
mium flight pay at the rate of 14 to 40 per 
cent of their base pay. 

At one time recently the Bureau of the 


Budget went so far as to propose paying 
Air Force officers not to fly. That is, the 
bureau suggested avoiding the expenses of 
the proficiency flying program by permit- 
ting the extra pay without requiring the 
flight time. When the Air Force began to 
take the suggestion seriously, however, the 
Budget Bureau backed down. 


A similar complaint is aimed at the spon- 
sorship of small-arms’ competition in non- 
military weapons. The services encourage 
and support this program by providing 
training time, arms, ammunition and tra- 
vel expenses to shooting matches. These 
benefits to go to persons whose trained 
and assigned specialties do not require 
them to shoot small arms. 


The Reserve Officers Training Corps 
program, operated at about 175 colleges 
and universities, is considered uneconom- 
ical and ineffective but is kept up as a 
matter of prestige by the institutions and

A step toward change would 
be the Army’s move to make R.O.T.C. 
optional at all schools. 


At the University of Maryland, where 
the course is compulsory, 4000 male stu- 
dents are trained each year and from 
that number there are produced 30 to 


40 junior officers. 


The Presidio is one of many military in- 
stallations seen as outmoded but retained 
just because the services rarely are willing 
to give anything up. The contention among 
the economizers is that the Presidio could 
be sold and its present administrative 
functions as an Army area headquarters 
shifted to an office building. 


Another post regarded as outmoded and 
no longer needed is Fort Hamilton, New 
York, established in 1800 as a coast artil- 
lery site for the protection of New York 
Harbor. It now is operated as a facility 
for transient military personnel and their 
dependents on their way to and from 
Europe. 


Eyebrows are raised also about more 
recent military acquisitions, such as the 
69-acre area of Waikiki Beach in Hawaii, 
used mainly for an Army recreation center 
although also to a limited extent for re- 
serve training and examination of recruits. 


A current struggle is going on over the 
Army’s effort to re-open the Cleveland 
Arsenal, the old Cadillac plant, to produce 
the tank-like personnel carrier. Those who 
seek a cut-back hope to block this move 
and eventually to close down at least two 
or three of the 11 naval shipyards, notably 
the one at Boston, considered to be the 
least efficient. 

The Congressional Joint Economic Com- 
mittee recently offered qualified congratu- 
lations to the Defense Department for 
speeding its surplus property disposal pro- 
gram and abandoning its old “string sav- 
ing” policy. Disposal earns a return of 
less than 3 cents per dollar of acquisition 
cost, and almost 1 cent of that return goes 
for ‘‘demilitarizing’” the surplus property 
and selling it. 

Despite stepped-up disposal, estimated at 
$260,000,000 in acquisition cost this fiscal 
year, the Defense Department’s physical 
plant is still worth 33 billion dollars on the 
same basis. Furthermore, new property is 
being acquired. at the rate of 144 to 2 bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

When the services finally resign them- 
selves to getting rid of an installation, pub- 
lic and congressional pressure are still to 
be reckoned with. An example appeared 
this week when 350 workmen from the old 
naval gun factory here in Washington 
marched on the Capitol, with a brass band 
playing ‘“‘Anchors Aweigh,” to protest 
against a Navy decision in close the plant. 
The Navy has said it could find no further 
assignments for the plant’s 5900 workers, 
already mainly on administrative jobs, 
after “exploring every possibility.” 


ECONOMY receives substantial support 
as well as obstruction at the hands of Con- 
gress, however. 

For example, Senator Paul ,H. Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, made—a~S$trong case 
against the military commissary stores, the 
largest single fringe benefit in the Govern- 
ment. 

Douglas pointed out that the 269 commis- 
sary stores within the United States made 
sales totaling about $400,000,000 last year. 
In each case, a store could be established 
only if the secretary of the service certi- 
fied that there were no adequate facilities 
conveniently available to the post and of- 
fering merchandise at reasonabie prices 


“This provision has not only been mos* 
liberally interpreted, but has, in fact, been 
grossly violated,”” Douglas said. 

Of 914,247 permit holders, he said, only 
169,730, or 18.5 per cent, lived on the base 
or post where the store was situated. 

Employes of these commissaries included 
4978 military personnel, equal to two com- 
bat regiments, paid salaries totaling $17,- 
263,580 out of military budget, Douglas 
said. 

With the Administration, critics are less 
outspoken. A mark of their failure to tame 
“the animal” is their unwillingness to 
cuss the problem about which ae feel 
strongly except on condition they will 
be quoted by name or agency.

A Rebellion’s Story 


Seventeen years ago the Warsaw 
Ghetto. rose against Nazi tyranny, 
sparking a series of rebellions in 
ghettos and concentration camps 
throughout Poland. 


Poland in 1940 contained the larg- 
est Jewish population in Europe, 
many of this number being de- 
portees from other countries. The 
largest group — 540,000 — was in 
Warsaw. In October of 1940, the 
Nazis issued a decree establishing 
the Warsaw Ghetto. 


July of 1942 marked the begin- 
ning of an intensive mass liquida- 
tion. Each day 6000 men, women 
and children were deported to the 
death camps of Auschwitz and Tre- 
linka until, by the end of Septem- 
ber, 400,000 lives were ground out. 
It was after these mass deporta- 
tions that the Jewish Fighting Or- 
ganization became active in the 
Ghetto, composed of some 600 
members organized into 22 groups. 

On April 19, 1943, at 6 a.m., 2000 
stormtroopers, under cover of tanks 
and armed with heavy machine 
guns, moved in for the final liquida- 
tion. They were met with armed 
resistance—the uprising of the War- 
saw Ghetto had begun. For 40 days 
and 40 nights the young fighters 
challenged the might of the Ger- 
man Army, exacting a heavy toll 
from their oppressors. .On May 8, 
the underground headquarters of the 
J.F.O. was surrounded. Today a 
lone monument, dedicated to the 
Ghetto fighters, stands over the 
desolate ruins of what once was 
the Warsaw Ghetto.

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Opportunity in Korea 


The United States has been offered a 
chance to bring a measure of democracy to 
the so-called Republic of South Korea and 
it has an obligation to the. Korean people to 
make the most of it. Our Government’s 
official rebuke to the regime of President 
Syngman Rhee amounts to acceptance of the 
charge made by Rhee’s opposition that the 
March 15 election in which the aged autocrat 
was returned to office was rigged. New elec- 
tions are mandatory, and the United States 
should use every means at its disposal to 
insist that they be held. . 

It is easy to understand why President 
Rhee is promoting halfway measures in an 
effort to forestall new elections which might 
weli mean his day oi reckoning if they were 
conducted in a truly democratic manner. The 
Koreans are a proud and independent people 
and the students who rioted in the face of 
Rhee’s police power were courageous indeed. 
The dead and wounded now number in the 
neighborhood of 1000. 

Koreans will not be misled by Rhee’s pro- 
posals to return to the premier-cabinet system 
he once scrapped and to relinquish some of 
the authority he wields as the nation’s 
strongman. The former premier and minis- 
ters were handpicked by Rhee on the basis 
of two qualifications—loyalty to the boss and 
mediocrity. Jealous of his position, Rhee 
consistently refused to permit ambitious new- 
comers to gain a foothold in South Korean 
politics. He has been unable to tolerate a 
challenge to his leadership.

Undoubtedly the March election, which was 
accompanied by police brutality, fired the 
dynamite, but in fact the regime has been 
failing for five or six years and has been 
forced to try to preserve itself by increas- 
ingly harsh methods. Rhee cleared the way 
for a dictatorship by his ruling Liberal party 
on Christmas eve 1958 when he called in 300 
policemen to break the back of Democratic 
party opposition in the National Assembly to 
his national security law. The police cleared 
the assembly of Democratic members and 
locked them in adjoining rooms while the 
Liberals passed the security bill without a 
dissenting vote. 

Rhee and his followers claimed the law 
was necessary to combat increased Commu- 
nist subversion directed from the northern 
part of the divided country. The opposition 
said Rhee needed the law to stifle civil liber- 
ties in preparation for the elections that now 
have been held. Within a month police ar- 
rested 16 members of the Democratic party 
for holding a meeting to protest the new 
law; a Seoul publisher and an editorial writer 
were indicted on a charge of advocating a 
rebellion; two reporters for an opposition 
newspaper were arrested. Nearly a year ago 
the Government warned political parties they 
must notify the Government 10 days in ad- 
vance of a political gathering and submit a 
report on the result within five days afterward.

This is hardly democracy as we know it. 
It is a situation that has won no friends for 
Korea or the United States in Asia. This 
country has poured hundreds of millions of 
dollars into the Korean economy and today, 
nearly seven years after the end of the Ko- 
rean war, contributes the major financing for 
20 divisions, two American and 18 Korean. 
Rhee has vowed to unify his country by force 
if necessary and he wants the troops for use 
in case an opportunity arises. The ROK mili- 
tary strength is considerably in excess of the 
strength needed for self-defense. 

United States policy should not be depend- 
ent on Rhee. He admits to being 85 years 
old and is thought to be several years older. 
He cannot remain at the helm much longer. 
He would gain stature in the eyes of his 
people and the world if he would order new 
elections and guarantee a free and secret 
ballot. The United States has at hand a 
potent lever in the announced plan of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to visit Rhee in June. The 
State Department could easily insist that Rhee 
schedule elections or face cancellation of the 
visit. This could be done quietly and without 
loss of face for Rhee. But it could be done 
effectively. 


Clear Conscience Still 


It is perhaps unreasonable to expect a sen- 
tencing judge to be sympathetic toward a 
clemency petition, but in the case of Willard 
Uphaus the judge missed an opportunity to 
lighten the blot on the good name of New 
Hampshire. Dr. Uphaus was sentenced in 
December to a year in jail for refusing to pro- 
duce a list of the guests at a summer camp 
he formerly operated near Albany, N. H. 


Superior Court Justice George R. Grant Jr. 
did take the unusual step of granting Dr. ‘Up- 
haus’s attorney a hearing on a judicial clem- 
ency petition, but turned down the appeal. 
Since the New Hampshire Supreme Court 
unanimously rejected Dr. Uphaus’s bid for 
freedom less than two months ago, there is 
increasing pressure on Gov. Wesley Powell 
to act in behalf of the imprisoned lay preacher. 

Dr, Uphaus said his conscience would not 
permit him to make public the list, which the 
state attorney general, Louis Wyman, thinks 
might contain the names of Communists. Dr. 
Uphaus went to jail to keep his conscience 
clear. What about that of New Hampshire? 


TV Time With Strings 


Both NBC and CBS intend to offer tele- 
vision time for personal debate between the 
Democratic and Republican presidential nomi- 
nees, whoever they may be. NBC plans six 
one-hour programs on Saturday nights prior 
to the Nov. 8 election, and CBS suggests nine 
half-hour periods in prime broadcast time. 

The two networks deserve great credit for 
attempting to bring the candidates, and the 
issues, before the’ people. In encouraging the 
great debate of 1960 the TV chains are carry- 
ing out their best function in the public in- 
terest. But the great debate does not neces- 
sarily mean a face-to-face debate. 

While the latter undoubtedly would assure 
the networks a dramatic production with vast 
audience potential, it would not necessarily 
assure the voters of a fair test of the rival 
candidates. Skill in oratorical give-and-take 
is not the same as presidential stature. 
CBS has in mind something like the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, but who won the Illinois 
Senate contest which prompted those debates? 
Not Mr. Lincoln. 7 

NBC Board Chairman Robert W: Sarnoff 
contrasts his project with a proposed bill to 
require broadcasters to give free air time to 
the major candidates, and says the plan rep- 
resents “a broadcaster acting in freedom, not

a Government edict.” To a degree, however, 
the networks are providing their own edict 
for personal debate. They would do better to 
offer the time, and let the candidates decide 
how to use it. 


Nine Points for Panama 

President Eisenhower has approved a nine- 
point program to improve relations with Pan- 
ama concerning the Canal Zone. If the A eta 
gram does result in improvement, it will be 
only temporary. That is a safe prediction. 

In part Pandma’s grievances are political 
and in part they are justified. Every presi- 
dential election year, such as this one, results 
in nationalist demands on the Canal Zone. 
These are simply vote-getters, of no credit to 
Panamanian leaders who often seek to blame 
the United States for their troubles instead of 
tackling the isstes themselves. 

At the same time, the whole history of the 
Canal is one of North American denial of 
Panama’s sovereignty, and of discrimination 
toward Panamanians. The latter still hold 
mostly menial jobs in the Zone, and while 
their pay is better than it would be in Panama 
proper, neither their wages nor their treat- 
ment meets North American standards. 

Consequently, the Administration now pro- 
poses a 10 per cent pay rise for unskilled 
workers, replacement of substandard housing 
for them, and new efforts to put Panamanians 
as well as Americans in skilled positions. 
But the Administration does not mention Pan- 
ama’s desire to fly its own flag beside the 
Stars and Stripes inside the Canal Zone. That 
privilege would seem to be an inexpensive 
gesture to Panama’s pride and titular sover- 
eignty. But the United States has been hesi- 
tant to grant it lest Panama press a campaign 
for full sovereignty and Canal profits. 

One way out of this inevitable argument 
over unilateral control of the Canal is to place 
the waterway under international control— 
perhaps under the Organization of American 
States. As long as Washington is unwilling 
even to discuss such a prospect, it can expect 

renewed outbreaks of Panamanian nationalism 
at least every four years. 


Democrats and the Weather 


Certain unofficial weather forecasters, un- 
doubtedly Republicans, are predicting hor- 
rendous troubles for the Democrats when 
they gather in Los Angeles July 11 for their 
national convention. Temperatures as high as 
97 degrees and eye-smarting smog are possi- 
bilities. The worst that might happen is de- 
scribed in this way in the Wall Street Journal; 


Inside the Sports Arena, things are little 
better. The air-conditioning system is han- 
dicapped by temporary walls put up to form 
caucus rooms, television and radio studios 
and press rooms. Adding to the system’s 
troubles are huge banks of lights for TV and 
newsreel cameramen. Slowly, but surely, the 
temperature creeps upward until, suddenly, 
the sprinkler system cascades water on dele- 
gates, party functionaries, reporters, photog- 
raphers and spectators. Rushing for shelter, 
the crowd smashes into the temporary walls, 
ripping them loose from the floor. The walls 
sway precariously to and fro, anchored only 
by ceiling brackets, 


This imaginary account does not take into 
consideration the rise in temperature caused 
by Democratic oratory, which is always con- 
siderable. Also, it overlooks the resourceful- 
ness of the Democrats. We firmly believe 
somehow they will muddle through. And we 
might say that although the Republican con- 
vention looks at this point like a cool and 
orderly affair, Chicago can be awfully hot, too. 


40 Years of the LWV 


The League of Women Voters opens its na- 
tional convention here this week and in 
doing so also celebrates its fortieth anniver- 
sary. The city extends a warm greeting to 
the 1600 delegates and their friends since the 
organization was conceived if not established 
here. It was in March 1919, at the fiftieth 
convention of the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association in St. Louis—and on 
the eve of congressional approval of the Nine- 
teenth Amendment—that Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt proposed the establishment of “a 
League of Women Voters to ‘finish the fight’ 
(for votes for women) and to aid in the re- 
construction of the nation.” The League was 
formally established the next year. 

There still may be some shell-backed cynics 
who insist that the enfranchisement of women 
has had no particular effect on American 
politics, but few if any of them will be found 
in St. Louis. Here Edna Gellhorn and her 
associates soon gave the League a voice quite 
out of proportion to the number of its mem- 
bers. While adhering to the organization’s 
nonpartisan rule, these women through study, 
discussion and publicity had a far-reaching 
importance in the fight for reform. The 
merit system, the earnings tax, zoning, school 
bond issues, state constitutional reform and 
many other constructive proposals on the 
local, state and national levels were enacted 
with the League’s active help. 

If the ladies kept out of partisan politics, 
they nevertheless helped many a voter to 
make up his mind by holding meetings at 
which all candidates were invited to appear 
and state their qualifications for office. This 
guidance was offered to the voters on the 
sound proposition that if they were presented 
with the facts about men and issues, they 
would mark their ballots intelligently. The 
community and the nation owe much to the 
enthusiastic work of the League over the 
years, and they must hope that it will be car- 
ried on for many more years.

For too long, I 
fear, its mind has been a small-town 
mind. It is an unchallenging city. 

It could be a pensive city. When it is 
remembered by those who have lived 
in it, and left, it is remembered with- 
out passion, though with affection. 
The yellow fog that rubs its back 

upon the windowpanes, 
The yellow smoke that rubs its 
muzzle on the windowpanes 

Licked its tongue into the corners of 

the evening... 

The echoes of St. Louis left in T. S. 
Eliot’s memory all have this melan- 
choly and mephitic quality. 

The opposition of this Old Lady of 
St. Louis—who had been so good for 
so long at saying No! to the need for 
an all-over scheme of total vision—col- 
lapsed only before a concentration of 
terror and self-interest induced by 
newspaper Campaigns, personal can- 
vassing, television programs and door- 
to-door interviews of those individuals 
who get known as Public Opinion. 

They are announcing a pattern of 
life which is at once conservative and 
revolutionary. They are saying that 
the extreme plight of St. Louis shows 
what a fatal mistake it is for cities to 
try to solve their problems of conges- 
tion by flying from them. That to try 
to divorce men and cities is a folly. 

If St. Louis succeeds, every other 
big city in the world now spreading 
out recklessly from an old focus will 
be doing tomorrow what St. Louis is 
doing today,

THE FICTIONAL works of Alberto 
Moravia are concerned, almost exclu- 
sively, with vice, squalor and malice; 
and “‘The Wayward Wife,” a collection of 
ay | short stories, is no exception. Each 
of thesé presents one or more characters 
whose physical or psychological deform- 
ity is so revolting that the reader begins 
to wonder about Moravia himself. What 
is the reason for his preoccupation with 
ugliness? Is it sadism or an ideal so 
high that every human being seems 
tawdry and guilt-ridden when measured 
by it? 

As these questions cannot be answered 
immediately let us pass quickly to the 
main story. Gemma Foresi lives with 
her impoverished mother in a small 
Italian town. The drabness of her life 
is relieved only in the summer when she 
spends two months at the country estate 
of a rich family with which her mother 
has some unexplained connection. Gem- 
ma’s status in the household is scarcely 
better than that of a domestic but after 
several summers she attracts the atten- 
tion of a son in the family and through 
the medium of an extensive correspond- 
ence they become engaged. 

Much to Gemma’s surprise her mother 
is appalled when she hears the news and 
for a good reason. Paolo, the young man, 
t¢ Gemma's half-brother, a _ revelation 
which accounts for the afnual invitations

sore Gemma’s mother had been the 
mistress of Paolo’s father. 


GEMMA, IN DESPAIR, marries 
a physics professor at the local univer- 
sity, Vagnuzzi by name, and settles down 
to a life of boredom. Shortly thereafter 
she meets Elvira Coceanu, a Romanian 
woman whose unprepossessing appearance 
is offset—for Gemma at least—by an air 
of woridliness and a supposedly adven- 
turous past.

It is a joyless affair on both sides. 
Gemma is not in love, she is not even 
the victim of passion; and Vittoni regards

tedium of his enforced stay in the prov- 
inces.

In this story we find a brainless girl, 
married to a bald and wizened young 
man, who becomes the victim of a good 
looking but brutish philanderer from the 


big city. The author, however, reserves” 


the greater part of his contempt for 
Elvira, the Romanian adventuress. 
“She was of medium height,”’ he writes, 
“plump with a fair, smooth, cold looking 
face . ... in which the most noteworthy 
thing was the contrast between the little 
grey eyes, very hard and snake-like, and 
the sugary, insinuating sickly smile upon

the thin lips. It was a smile of honey in 
a black and lipless mouth, beneath a 
curious nose, hooked and rounded at the 
end like the head of a tortoise.” 


Sex rears its monstrous head in virtu- 
ally all of Moravia’s stories and the word 
monstrous is used advisedly. The absence 
of benevolence or tenderness in stories of 
passion is not téo remarkable but one 
might suppose that seduction would at 
least yield a temporary profit in terms of 
excitement, physical satisfaction or in- 
flated ego. Not so here. Moravia's 
characters act like birds that have been 
charmed by a snake; and the snake seems 
to be bored. 

Moravia’s stories also deal, at times, 

with the most heartless kind of violence. 
In “Crime at the Tennis Club” a group 
of young bloods lure an aging lady—a 
member of the minor aristocracy—into a 
dressing room for the purpose of playing 
on her vanity. When she becomes fright- 
ened one of them strikes and kills her. 
They agree to hide the corpse and throw 
her into the river. Then they join the 
rest of the party and carry on as if noth- 
ing had happened. 
IN ‘‘A BAD WINTER’? an en- 
gaged young man begins to dread the 
approach of marriage. His fiancee, like 
so many of Moravia’s women has no 
longing for caresses, and the young man 
in trying to force a kiss upon her frigid 
lips pushes her into a laundering vat. 
When she dies two days later he realizes 
that his betrothed has a place in his 
heart but his main feeling is one of un- 
qualified relief. After all he “‘hadn’t got 
married.” 

The barren emotions, disenchantment 
and cruelty that pervades most of these 
stories provide a bitter sort of entertain- 
ment. Yet Moravia is a writer of enor- 
mous talent. How he can hold the reader’s 
interest through these little horrors. is 
difficult to explain. But he does and it 
is not wholly through his appeal to morbid 
curiosity. There is a vitality in his writing 
that survives even in translation and it 
may be that his stories have a purging 
effect. And certainly nobody can say that 
he has made sin attractive.

THOSE WHO SAW the principal au- 
thor of this book, Episcopal Bishop Pike 
of California, on the CBS birth-control 
program know that he is far from a bigot. 
He and his collaborator try very hard to 
thrust bigotry from them throughout their 
discussion of what, since Wisconsin, has 
become a burning subject. 


Should a Catholic be President? Bishop 
Pike and Canon Byfield answer, “It de- 
pends.” It depends on how much you 
trust the candidate, and how much you 
trust the Roman Catholic church. The 
reader will not escape noticing, however, 
that much of their book is devoted to 
recounting ancient history and modern 
experience in Catholic-dominated coun- 
tries for the evident purpose of suggesting 
that you cannot trust the Roman Catholic 
church very much. And implicit in their 
question itself is half an assumption that 
a Catholic, unlike a President of any 
other faith, would be under special and 
unique political discipline from his church. 

It is delicately hinted that even if a 
Catholic President ‘‘verbalized”’ a resolu- 
tion to make civil decisions on civil rather 
than religious grounds his position might 
not really be tenable. And if it were, the 
voter is urged to think hard about whether 
the Catholic church would ‘‘allow”’ him to 
fulfill his good intentions when the chips 
were down.

But when a candi- 
date has done that, it is unfair to assume 
that nevertheless he might be uniquely 
subject to an external discipline that 
would persuade him to violate his oath 
and sell out his responsibilities to the 
whole American people. Whether this 
assumption be made genteelly on ecclesi- 
astical grounds, or irrationally under the 
spur of blind prejudice, it comes to the 
same thing in the end. 

It is lamentable that there is a religious 
issue in this presidential campaign, but 
the very publication of a book like this 
attests fo its existence. Roman Catholics 
must accept their share of the respon- 
sibility for creating it.

Surging Personality

THIS,ACCOUNT of the author’s struggles as a European 
refugee is a sequel to her earlier book, ‘I Am Fifteen—and I 
Don’t Want to Die,”’ which received much favorable notice. 


The first book was based on her diary of the bloody, frighten- 
ing days of the Russian siege of Budapest. Now she continues 
with a description of her family’s flight to Vienna, their intern- 
ment in a refugee camp, her escape to France a nursemaid 
and her romantic, yet loveless marriage to a fe Hungarian. 

Throughout these wanderings, she retains a determination to 
be a great writer. Her diary was yet unpublished when, at 20, 
during the endless waiting which is the refugee’s lot, she began 
a romantic novel about a female adventuress whose life is as 
flamboyant and luxurious as her own was impoverished and 
loveless. 

No doubt her artistic determination is a primary factor in 

bringing her through the difficult days she describes. The 
refugees who sought freedom from Communism find they must 
pay with humiliation as, without passports or property, they are 
prodded into camps which are dead-ends for the ill, the old and 
the weak. 
MISS ARNOTHY is not humble. Living in a cellar has 
sharpened her senses and toughened her to a fight for life. She 
is not the sorrowing, sympathetic victim, but the youthful rebel, 
—self-centered and sometimes intolerant—who is at odds with her 
elders as well as an impossible situation. Her account is can- 
did enough to show weaknesses as well as character strengths; 
in many ways, this book seems her way of “getting even’’ with 
the household employers and officials by whom she was ill 
treated. 


Before the book ends, the author has made her first important 
literary contacts and has given birth to a daughter (‘‘my child,” 
not “‘ours’’). She experiences her first happiness. One expects 
this surging personality will spill over into further literary in- 
stallments, and there is enough good writing in this volume to 
indicate later ones will be even more worthwhile. Aside from 
this, her autobiographical accounts are valuable as they show 
how one young creative personality has dealt with, and been 
served by, the violence and cruelty of our times.

The Ringlings and Their Show

STRIKE UP THE BAND! Here comes the circus! 

Rolling down the dusty street, gaudy in garish red and gold, 
the circus wagons parade. Clowns dance around the beautiful 
equestrienne on her white horse, the lions roar menacingly 
from their iron-barred cages, the acrobats turn cartwheels 
through the air! 

Yes, the circus has come to town! But it never will again in 
magnificent zeality, fur all the glory of the big top now is 
changed into indoor shows with multitudes of chorus girls. 
Anc all the magic of the Ringlings can never bring back the 
thrills of the circus train rolling in at 4 a.m., the roustabouts 
stretching canvas, the hot popcorn smell as your feet crunched 
the tanbark while you hurried to your seat by the center ring. 

One of the most typical of American institutions has been 
conquered by time, and this book is the life story of the circus

Between the hotel romances of John 
Ringling, playing hide-and-seek with the hotel detective as he 
smuggled girls into his room, and the unconsummated but 
highly publicized mating of Gargantua the Great Gorilla, you 
can take your pick. Or maybe you'll prefer Henry Ringling

THERE WAS ALBERT AND AUGUST and Alfred, 
Otto and Charles and John. But don’t forget Henry, who was 
huge and little Ida, their protected sister who ran off to Chicago 
to get married. The family wouldn’t speak to her for a whole 
year. Then they gave her a huge palace (which belonged to Al) 
and practically shut her up in it for another year). 

Only the Ringling men could raise hell. Of course there was 
Al’s wife, Louise, who was a snake-charmer.

Noted for His Piety 


THE CUNNING OF THE DOVE, by 
Alfred Duggan. (Pantheon Books, 
254 pgs., $3.50.)

NO LIVING HISTORICAL nov- 
elist stands higher in reputation among 
readers and scholars than Mr. Alfred 
Duggan. Both for quality and quantity 
his work over the past decade has set 
a high standard, 

For his twelfth book Mr. Duggan has 
~sntured, as seems to be customary with 
him, into an area of history that is 
relatively unknown, having previously at- 
tracted little or no attention, and once 
again he has demonstrated his ability to 
bring it to life and make it mean some- 
thing more than it has before. 

“The Cunning of the Dove” is a chron- 
icle of the reign of Edward the Confessor, 
the saintly king who occupied the English 
throne just prior to the Norman Conquest 
ef 396 and who received his canonization 
. andrea years after his death. It is 
in the form of a narrative by the royal 
«hamberlain who came to know the King 
better than anyone else. 

Edward the Confessor has been some- 
thing of an enigma for historians. Sir 
Winston Churchill describes him as a 
faint, misty, frail figure, more noted for 
his piety than for the display of ey 
qualities, of which he had lamentably 


istrators, and St.. Edward was none of 
these: he led no armies in battle, he 
spent his mornings in prayer, and his 
afternoons in hunting. And yet he reigned 
over the turbulent English with fair suc- 
cess for 23 years, dying finally at a good 
ripe age and in his bed. How did he do it? 
If anybody can give the answer perhaps 
Mr. Duggan is the man. For his famil- 
iarity with the Middle Ages—its peculiar 
mentality, institutions and customs so far 
removed from our own—is evident on 
every page. He also has the imagination, 
so necessary for the historical novelist 
whose job is to illuminate the dark cor- 
ners left by the contemporary chroniclers, 
where the historian is forced unhappily 
to acknowledge that he doesn’t know. 
Mr. Duggan exercises his art primarily 
by exploring with a shrewd eye these 
spots which history has had to leave void 
for lack of evidence. 
DUGGAN SOLVES the problem of 
Edward’s success by working into 
his character a quality of sagacity— 
“the cunning of the dove’’—that compen- 
sated for his incompetence. The Con- 
fessor left the work of ruling the realm 
to his turbulent earls—the all-powerful 
Godwin and his three sons, Harold, 
Sweyn and Tostig—acting almost as would 
a modern constitutional monarch, while 
he devoted himself to his beloved Church 
—and to the all-important task of provid-

not break, even though he marries, for 
reasons of state, the daughter of Earl 
Godwin. 

His solution is to prepare the way, 
step by step, for the succession of the 
able William, the bastard duke of Nor- 
mandy. Edward makes himself, in fact, 
the spearhead of Norman influence in 
England. 


NOT ONLY does Edward promise the 
succession to William but he craftily in- 
sists that Harold, the powerful and ambi- 
tious earl, also bind himself personally 
to William. Thus when Harold on Ed- 
ward’s death takes the crown himself and 
defies William he does so as a perjured 
man, and not as the heroic last Saxon 
king of story-book fame. 

Seen in this context, Harold’s defeat 
and death at Hastings appear as no 
more than just retribution for his many 
crimes, and another miraculous vindica- 
tion of Edward's subtle kind of statecraft.

Guidance for the Artist, Collector and Hobbyist 


By GEORGE McCUE 
THE PRINT MEDIUM, long re- 
garded as a sort of secondary art form, 
has been coming steadily into its more 
proper importance in recent years. 
The big show at the City Art Museum 
last winter, “American Prints Today,” 


displayed 62 outstanding graphics circu- 


lated by the Print Council of America, 
which also published a catalogue illustrat- 
ing every item in the show. 

This month, the largest exhibition of 
contemporary prints ever held in the 
United States opened at the Cincinnati 
Art Museum. The Cincinnati museum 
had held five previous biennials of con- 
temporary color lithography, but this sea- 
son’s show has been expanded to include 
prints in all mediums, 425 works by 202 
artists in all, from 28 countries, in a num- 
ber of new techniques. 


The show, which runs through May 22, 
was assembled by Gustave von Gro- 
schwitz, senior curator and curator of 
prints, who is considered one of the best 
authorities in this field. A notable fea- 
ture of it is a series of 26 aquatints by 
Picasso, titled ‘“Bullfighting,” now being 
seen for the first time in this country 
and previously exhibited only once, in 
Barcelona. 

There is particular timeliness, then, 
in the publicatign of a new book on print 
processes that surveys both traditional 
and contemporary techniques. ‘‘Print- 
making,’”’ by Gabor Peterdi, is a book 
mainly for artists, but it also belongs in 
the libraries of collectors who may have 
become understandably confused by the 
variety of techniques encountered in al- 
most any print show these days. (Macmil- 
lan, 303 pgs., $12.50.) 


Among new techniques that it describes 
is the “‘lift-ground’ or “sugar method” 
used by Picasso in his Bullfighting series. 
In this treatment, the artist draws with a 
brush on a bare copper plate with a mix- 
ture of lampblack, sugar and water. An 
etching ground of acid-resistant material 
is put over the entire plate, which is then 
put in water. The water penetrates the 
ground wherever the lines have been 
drawn, is absorbed by the sugar, expands 
and ‘“‘lifts’’ the ground, exposing the de- 
sign in bare copper. The plate is then 
etched. 


The engraving, ‘‘Scaffolding,”’ by Fred- 
erick G. Becker, who teaches printmak- 
ing at Washington University, is repro- 
duced. The book lacks a section on 
lithography, which the author regrettably 
omitted to save space. Otherwise, it is 
a comprehensive study of techniques, even 
including methods for children of print- 
ing from potatoes, cardboard and string. 


SEVERAL OTHER BOOKS of 
interest to artists and collectors have 
come out lately. 

“Oil Painting, Traditional and New,” 
by Leonard Brooks, offers aid to the be- 
ginner in: acquiring basic training, from 
simple drawing to the visualizing of fair- 
ly complex themes. It takes up textures 
and improvisations with emphasis on a 
decent regard for craft and quality. Most 
of the illustrations are in black and white, 
which emphasizes design rather than 
color, but the text offers a fund of sound 
advice. (Reinhold, 160 pgs., $7.95.) 

A book specifically for the artist 
is “Stoneware and Porcelain, the Art of 
High-Fired Pottery,”” by Daniel Rhodes. 
(Chilton, 217 pgs., $7.50.) It contains a 
historical summary of the craft, and tech- 


nical information as to clays and glazes. 
Aaron Bohrod, who was one of the 
judges at last year’s Temple Israel Old 
Testament Art show, has produced “A 
Pottery Sketchbook,"’ a 208-page assort- 
ment of designs for pottery surfaces. 
They are generally of a free, relaxed 
character entirely different from the 
achingly precise realism of Bohrod’s 
paintings. The pottery designs are often 
presented in a progression from prelimi- 
nary doodles to their appearance on the 
finished piece. (University of Wisconsin 
Press, $7.50.) 
A USEFUL REFERENCE for the 
hobbyist is ‘““Gemcraft, How to Cut and 
Polish Gemstones,’’ by Lelande Quick and 
Hugh Leiper. The portions of this book 
that deal with techniques are clearly 
written and illustrated, and contain much 
information of value to the serious artist 
in gems. Most of the finished pieces that 
are illustrated, however, -deserve bitter 
reproach, for they consist of such items 
as an intarsia mosaic of a race horse, 
gemstones cemented to a backing to form 
outlines of two ladies drinking tea, and a 
miniature spinning wheel made of Mon- 
tana moss agate. And how about that 
wheelbarrow, carved from Wyoming black 
jade? The reader who studiously ignores 
these desecrations of honest material will 


find the book otherwise helpful. (Chilton, 
181 pgs., $7.50.) 
“The Art of Making Mosaics,” by Lou- 


isa Jenkins and Barbara Mills, concerns 
itself with artistic values as well as tech- 
niques, although it does see fit to include 
a mosaic clock face. The book is a con- 
scientious exploration of good working 
methods, both old and new. (D. Van 
Nostrand, 132 pgs., $5.95.) 


Simplified Musical Notation 


Suggestions for Making Piano Music Easier to Read 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
THE SYSTEM of musical notation in 
use wherever Western music is performed 
has a long history of development and 
experimentation. As it has superseded pre- 
vious methods of reducing musical ideas 
to paper and has resisted attempts at 
simplification, its merits must be regarded 
as proved. Yet it has imperfections. Many 
amateurs find it hard to read a piano 
score even when strongly motivated to 
do so. 

Because of this fact reforms of the 
existing notation are attempted from time 
to time. The reformers argue that if 
printed music could be taken in more 
easily by the eye then a larger number 
of young people would study the piano 
and thereby spread the knowledge of 
music more widely. 


Several years ago I described on this 


page a new system of staff notation 
worked out by Robert Whitford of Erie, 


‘ Pa. Mr. Whitford suggested the elimina- 


tion of standard key signatures to be 
replaced by an alphabetical letter as a 
reminder of the tonality. All symbols for 
accidental notes would be dropped, every 
accidental regarded as a flat and every 
flat, whether accidental or not, would 
be indicated by a triangular shaped note, 
instead of the present rounded one, what- 
ever its time value. The time value would 
be shown as in the conventional system. 

A more ingenious system has recently 
been developed by Thomas H. Stix, for- 
merly of St. Louis. Mr. Stix is a nuclear 
physicist assigned to the James Forrestal 
Research Center at Princeton, N.J., 
where efforts are being made to raise 
the temperature of sea water to one 
hundred million degrees. In comparison 
with the revolutionary aim of this project 
the reform of music notation is probably 
regarded as no more complicated than 
repairing a mechanical toy. 


IN ANY EVENT Mr. Stix has the 
same reasons for wanting a simplified no- 
tation as Mr. Whitford. In his leisure 
time he likes to play the piano but is 
handicapped by the difficulties of sight 
reading; so in behalf of others like him- 
self he has worked out a number of short 
cuts around the accumulated hazards of 
existing staff notation. 


The chief sight-reading errors commit- 
ted by beginning pianists are listed as 
follows: faulty memory of the key signa- 
ture; faulty memory of accidental sharps, 
flats and naturals designated earlier in a 
measure; incorrect reading of double 
sharps or double flats; and reading a 
note in the bass clef as though it were 
in the treble clef and vice versa. He points 
out that there ar. too many ways of desig- 
nating the same note. E-flat, for instance, 
may be written as E with or without an 
accidental flat, depending on the key 
signature, or as D with or without an 
accidental sharp, again depending on the 
key signature or sometimes as F-double- 
flat. Moreover a note which appears in 
a space in the treble is found on a line in 
the bass. 

‘His system is designed to relieve the 
struggling pianist of as much unnecessary 
memory work as possible. Toward that 
end he suggests, first of all, that the 
black keys on the piano be represented 
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Opening measures of a Bach prelude in new notation 


by black notes on the score; and that 
white keys on the piano be shown as 
white on the score. 
WITH THESE CHANGES in effect 
the notes of the scale, together with their 
time values, would be shown as follows: 
A white key whole note would be a white 
circle without a stem as at present; a 
black key whole note would be a black 
circle without a stem; half-notes would be 
black or white in correspondence with the 
keyboard and have double stems; each 
black or white quarter note would have 
a single stem; each eighth note a stem 
with one flag; each sixteenth note a stem 
with two flags, and so on. 


The appearance of these notes accord- 
ing to color and time value, is shown 
in the illustration at the bottom of the 
page. The illustration also shows Mr. 
Stix’s new “‘elementary staff.’’ 


The main purpose of this new staff is 
to make every note throughout the scale 
appear consistently on either a line or 
in a space. In the conventional staff this 
is not the case. Middle C, for instance, 
is on the first leger line below the treble 
staff. C above middle C falls in the third 
space and C below middle C (which is 
in the bass clef) falls in the second space. 
As against this irregularity of position in 
the conventional staff notation the new 
system is so arranged that C falls on a 
line whether in the treble or bass and 
at any pitch. 


As an additional advantage any octave, 
or chord, would have a similar appearance 
to the eye; C-E-G, for instance falls on 
three lines at any point and whether in 
treble or bass. 


AS MAY BE SEEN in the illustra- 
tion the new elementary staff breaks down 
into four subordinate staffs—two bass 
and two treble. Each is separated by a 
space with C in the middle on a leger 
line; and the treble and bass pair is 
similarly separated. The whole therefore 
has a symmetrical appearance which 
makes it easy to recognize any note im- 
mediately. There is one disadvantage, 
however. Between the top line of each 
staff and the first leger line above are 
two adjacent spaces occupied by the notes 
A and B. This involves a breach of perfect 
symmetry; but it should: offer little 
trouble since B will always be located 
immediately under the leger line. If no 
leger line appears the note will always 
be A. 


A further improvement in the new sys- 
tem is the use of symbols to represent 
each of the four octaves above middle C 
and the four below. The first treble 
octave would have a simple T, the second 
a T with a double vertical line supporting 
the horizontal line. The second a hori- 
zontal line with two vertical supports. In

the bass you would have a single B, 
double B and so on. These symbols are 
shown herewith:

The use of these symbols can be avoid- 
ed by employing leger lines or the con- 


ventional octava symbols. The composer 
or arranger must rely on his judgment. 


NOW LET US GO back to a main, 
feature of this new notation which would 

have the black and white keys of the 

piano represented by black and white 

notes on the score. A black key—C sharp 

for instance—could be represented as C 

with a sharp sign in front of it or as D 

with a flat sign. If it were unders that | 
all black notes were to be played'a half 

step higher regardless of their traditional 

key signatures all accidental signs could 

be eliminated along with all key signatures 

except for a simple alphabetical letter to 

remind the player of the tonic or key- 
note. In other words black notes would 
always be sharps (or flats) only. 

Mr. Stix considers this but rejects it 
on the ground that certain chords would 
be unevenly spaced and therefore “es- 
thetically unpleasant.’’ Instead he recom- 
mends that the new notation should con- 
tain one of two key signatures, flat or 
sharp with the keynote attached for con- 
venience. He also recommends that acci- 
dental markings be retained where 
chromatic notes occur unexpectedly. They 
would be purposely redundant but helpful 
as reminders to the beginner. Even so the 
number of key signatures would’ be re- 
duced from 15 to two. In all other 
respects — expression marks, tempo and 
time indications etc., the new notation 
would make no changes. 

Music students who have no difficulty 

with the existing notation will not be 
interested in this proposed reform. I am 
also inclined to believe that anyone who 
has learned to read—even imperfectly— 
may find the proposed substitute quite 
as difficult as the old system. 
ASIDE FROM THESE considera- 
tions the adoption of a simplified notation 
would mean that much of the past litera- 
ture would have to be rescored for those 
who wanted to use it. The affirmative ar- 
gument rests on the supposition that a large 
number of music lovers now abandon the 
effort to develop skill in sight reading 
because the notation is too cumbersome. 
An easier system would not only make 
them literate but would open up areas 
of enjoyment and esthetic exercise that 
are now closed to them.

THE PHILADELPHIA ORCHESTRA under Eugene 
Ormandy has made a tonally brilliant and highly polished re- 
cording of Rachmaninoff’s Symphony No. 2 in E Minor. In this, 
as in many other works, the composer has taken Tchaikovsky 
as a model but his music is less neurotic, even though it is 
saturated with Slavic pessimism.

Plans for Symphony 


New Diversity in Programs 


THE ST. LOUIS SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA has 
announced a program schedule for next season that will be the 
most highly diversified in recent years. Contemporary music, 
opera, a series of Beethoven piano concertos and memorial con 
certs, including a Haydn-Brahms cycle, will be among the 
selections. 

More weight than usual will be given to contemporary 
music, and it will be recent music, dating from the last few of 
the 50 or so years comprised by the modern period. The selec- 


tions will include ‘Concerted Piece for Tape Recorder and 
Orchestra”’ by Otto Luening and Vladimir Ussachevsky, Oct. 29 
and 30; ‘‘Antiphony No. 1, Study of Stereophonic’’ by Henry 


Brant, Nov. 11 and 12; “Dialogue for Jazz Combination” by Dave 
Brubeck, Feb. 3 and 4; and a work by George Rochberg, com- 
missioned by the junior division of the women’s association of 
the Symphony Society, which will be played at the opening con- 
certs of the season, Oct. 22 and 23. 

The operatic program, Feb. 18 and 19, will contain excerpts 
from Moussorgsky’s ‘Boris Goudonov” sung by the celebrated 
baritone George London and a chorus. Another special vocal 
offering will be Carl Orff’s “Carmina Burana,” Jan. 20 and 21, 
a setting for secular poems of the thirteenth century with three 
parts, titled “Spring,” ‘“‘The Tavern” and “Love.” 

The young Canadian pianist Glenn Gould will play five Bee- 
thoven concertos and will appear as soloist with Harry Farbman, 
violinist, and Leslie Parnas, cellist, in the composer's Triple 
Concerto during the week of Feb. 5. Three concerts will be played 
in the series, on Sunday, Wednesday and Saturday. 


THE HAYDN-BRAHMS cycle will contain five con- 
certs. Three will be played in November and December and the 
other two will be the final concerts of the season. The major 
works in the cycle will be Brahm’s ‘‘Requiem,”’ Dec. 10 and ll, 
and Haydn's ‘“‘Creation,’’ March 31 and April 1. the last concerts 
in the subscription series. Other concerts will commemorate 
Mahler, Tchaikovsky and Liszt. 

Two guest conductors have been scheduled. Georg Solti, con- 
ductor of the Frankfurt, Germany, opera and symphony orches- 
tra, will conduct two pairs of concerts, on Dec. 31 and Jan. 1, 
and Jan. 6 and 7. It will be his first appearance here in three 
years. Irwin Hoffman, conductor of the St. Louis Little Symphony 
Orchestra and of the Vancouver (B. C.) Symphony Orchestra, will 
conduct the preceding pair of concerts. Harry Farbman will con- 
duct a fourth pair. Edouard Van Remoortel will return as regu- 
lar conductor of the orchestra for his third season. 


THE SOLOISTS will include others beside Gould who will 
play two offerings at a single concert. Isaac Stern, violinist, will 
play both Mendelssohn's Concerto in *E Minor, Op. 64, and 
Beethoven’s Two Romances for Violin and Orchestra; Robert 
Casadesus, pianist, will play Mozart’s Concerto No. 21 in C Major, 
K. 467 and Franck’s ‘“‘Symphonic Variations,”’ and Annie Fischer, 
pianist, will play Liszt’s Concerto No. 1 in E Flat Major and 
Concerto No. 2 in A Major. Other soloists will be the Russian 
violinist, Leonid Kogan; Samson Francois, pianist, Leslie Parnas, 
who is principal cellist of the Orchestra, Christian Ferras, 
violinist; Leon Fleisher, pianist, Nathan Milstein, violinist; 
Melvin Ritter, assistant concertmaster of the Orchestra, George 
Hussey, principal oboist, and Zino Francescatti, violinist. 
Malcolm Frager, the young St. Louisan who won the 1959 
Leventritt award, will accompany the orchestra, as piano soloist, 


on a tour of Florida which will run from Feb. 27 through 
March 20.

Spring Check 
To Help Growth 


Like any other growing young- 
ster, the newly planted tree can 
stand some corrective measures 
at times. 

That’s why it is important to 
check the tree, shrub or ever- 
green planted last fall, says M. 
W. Staples, a field supervisor 
of the Davey Tree Expert Co. It 
may need some straightening 
out, in several ways. Here is a 
quick check-list that will help 
the delicate greenery to a good 
start this growing season: 
Check roots for exposure. If 
freezing and thawing has heaved

Dickens was, plowing along without a Rolls-Royce and no chance 
in a lifetime of getting one, I read the ad just to soak up the style. 
The seventeenth and final paragraph of the copy began, “If

on page 62.” 


Fat chance, thought I, that Page 62 lists a St. Louis dealer. 
But it did: Gruet Motor Car Co., 4733 McPherson avenue. Fatter 
chance, thought I, that the Gruets are entertaining callers in old 


Chevrolets. But they were. 

The Gruet people like to talk 
about the Rolls-Royce. They are 
having a boom with the Rolls- 
Royce locally. They took on the 
franchise in the summer of 1958. 
Last year they sold six Rolls- 
Royces. So far this year they 
have sold four. 


In addition to this mad rush 
of new-car Rolls-Royce business 
the Gruet company is getting ac- 
quainted with owners of estab- 
lished Rolls-Royces. There is 
no such thing as an “‘old”’ Rolls- 
Royce. After 100,000 miles a 
Rolls may be established, but it 
isn’t old. 


Age does not make a Rolls- 
Royce old, either. A St. Louis 
professional man owns a Rolls- 
Royce that was built in 1938.

I 
did and now I'd like to know 
which half of the car $40,000 
could build these days.

“The Rolls-Royce,” the man 
said, “is a way of life with 
some people.

As ad-copy goes, I’d say that 
is flossy. The fair thing was to 
judge the modern Rolls-Royce 
independently of its modern ad- 
copy and Gruet allowed me to 
do so. He does not keep floor 
samples of the Rolls-Royce but 
he did have three recent models 
in the shop for their spring 
overhauls. 

I figured that Gruet had let 
a large alley-cat out of the bag, 

ing carelessly of an “over- 
haul” for a Rolls, I approached 
a Rolls-Royce in the shop and 
read the trouble-sheet before 
anyone could hide the evidence. 
The things wrong with this car, 
in for its first service after 
thousands of cross-country miles, 
were: Bugs on the radiator, a 
tappet that spoke up when the 
engine was started, and, worst 
of all, a squeak in the dash- 
board. The Gruet mechanics had 
located that. The squeak was in 
the clock. None of the other cars 
had such ailments; all their 
troubles were minor. 

Wohlschlaeger said he had 
every confidence the mechanics 
could cure the tappet noise.

“The trouble is,”

may sound like a noise to them, 
but a mechanic accustomed to 
other cars can’t tell anything’s 
wrong.”

Rolls-Royces he could beat the 
Turkish army. He loaded the 
cars, built for smooth highway 
travel, with armor and gunners 
and careened at 70 miles an 
hour over dune and dip, trying 
to prove his statement he could 
lick the Turks with Rolls-Royces. 
Once he broke a spring. 

One English firm reported last 
year that its fleet of three cars 
was doing about as expected of 
a Rolls product. One car had 
200,000 miles, the other two 
each had in excess of 150,000. 
None had been worked on since 
they came from the factory. 

This durability enables Rolls- 
Royce to guarantee its cars for 
threes years from date of pur- 
chase. In return, Rolls-Royce 
assumes the right to tell the cus- 
tomer what’s good for him. Or, 
what’s good for Rolls-Royce. The 
St. Louisan’s station wagon was 
seen and admired by another 
man, who ordered a duplicate, 
Rolls-Royce refused. Another St. 
Louisan requested a_ special 
chrome trim on his coachwork. 
Rolls-Royce suggested he keep 
his business in America, patron- 
izing Detroit specialists in 
chrome. 

The Rolls-Royce company’s 
solvency lies in huge power- 
plants, marine and aircraft en- 
gines. Lately, Gruet and Wohl- 
schlaeger have noted the com- 
pany has been more aggressive 
about its original product, the 
automobile. The aggressiveness 
is by Rolls-Royce standards, not 
an American salesman’s. Wohl- 
schlaeger gave the example of 
the St. Louisan who wanted to 
buy a Bentley convertible, a $22,- 
000 car, and demanded that a 
Rolls-Royce grille be put on it. 

A Bentley is the same as a 
Rolls-Royce, a chassis built to 
handcrafted standards by Rolls- 
Royce and committed to a select 
few coachbuilders for specified 
body-work, except that a Bentley 
grille costs $300 less than a 
Rolls-Royce grille. The Bentley 
is, according to a noted Rolls- 
Royce advertising line, for per- 
sons who are ‘“‘diffident’’ about 
the attention attracted by ap- 
pearing in public behind a Rolls. 
Royce grille. 

“lll never forget the letter 
the Rolls-Royce people wrote this 
St. Louisan who asked for a $300 
Rolls-Royce grille on a body- 
style assigned to a $22,000 Berit. 
ley,” Wohlschlaeger said, “It 
was very English, very polite 
and very—you know what?”

New Radio Telescope Now Tuned In Daily in Effort to Pick Up Signals From Stars

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WASHINGTON, April 23. 
A GIANT radio telescope points 
its antenna at the secret sky, 
and one of man’s greatest ad- 
ventures begins. 


For the first time, a syste- 
matic search is under way to 
determine whether intelligent 
life exists elsewhere in the uni- 
verse. It is called Project Ozma, 
after the queen of the Fantasy 
Land of Oz, but it is no fan- 


tasy. 
The quest is awe-inspiring and

believers are long gone, banished 
by Sputnik, Tiros, Pioneer, Tran- 
sit, the ICBM—all the wonders 
and the horrors of the space 


e. 

For their monumental experi- 
ment in cosmic communication, 
the scientists have chosen a 
most unlikely locale, Their for- 
midable equipment, the very 
latest in sensitive receivers. and 
amplifiers, is set up in a re- 
mote valley surrounded by the 
mountains of West Virginia, 
near a rustic hamlet of only 
100 people. 

Project Ozma went into opera- 
tion earlier this month with 
remarkably little fanfare or hoop- 
la. To the scientists at the Na- 
tional Radio Astronomy Obser- 
vatory near Green Bank, W. Va., 
this’ is serious and important 
business. 

For about six hours each day, 
the telescope will “tune in” on 
Tau Ceti and Epsilon Eridani, 
two fourth-magnitude stars—not 
very much as stars go—in the 
southern sky. The huge antenna, 
85 feet across, will swivel first 
in the direction of one star, then 
the other. 

The antenna, which looks like 
a big bowl, will be “listening” 
for signals from outer space, 
signals which have some consist- 
ent, coherent pattern to them, as 
opposed to the ordinary caco- 
phony of meaningless sound 
which fills the cosmos and some- 
times shows up as the erratic 
“snow” on your television set. 

A radio telescope does not 
‘see’ in the ordinary sense. It 
is somewhat akin to radar or a 
TV receiver. The telescope’s 
antenna picks up ‘‘cosmic noise” 
—electric impulses. These are 
amplified, and converters then 
change the electric energy into 
mechanical energy to move a 
pen on graph paper, something 
like a physician’s electrocardio- 
gram. 

What the operator sees are 
wavy lines, lots of them. The 
scientists, seeking to unlock one 
of the universe’s biggest secrets, 
will be looking for something un- 
usual in these lines, a bump, 
a dot, a jiggle that doesn’t seem 
to jibe with the ordinary sound- 
lines. | 


The reasoning is this: If 

there are intelligent beings 
somewhere “out there,” they 
may have been trying to com- 
municate with other beings on 
other planets. How to do it? 
Well, one way would be to 
beam radio signals out into 
space. , 


Which of the many frequencies 
would they use? Admittedly, 
there is no sure answer to this. 
But it occurred to many scien-

the hydrogen atom frequently is 
a very important source of the 
electrical noise in the cosmos. 
Moreover, is the most 
plentiful element in tk> uni- 
verse.

sion by other beings, or if they 
seem to result from natural 
causes.” 

What would other beings try to 
transmit to us? Initially, it 
would have to be something 
very simple, very élemental. 

“Should signals be detected 
that appear not to be caused by 
natural cosmic radiation of some

example, 
series of uniformly patterned 
pulses, or a series of prime num- 
bers,” the foundation explained. 

Perhaps the signals would 
state some mathematical propo- 
sition or physical fact which 
would apply anywhere in the 
universe — the mathematical 
value of Pi (3.1416) of the weight 
of an atom. ’ 


The “little green men” (as 
even the project’s scientists 
sometimes call them) might 


of men on earth. As a matter 
of fact, this would probably 
be the case. 


But the scientists believe the 
“code” could be broken by 
man’s ingenuity. Karl von 
Frisch, they point out, solved 
the “‘dance of the bees’ — the 
“code” by which bees tell other 
bees where nectar and pollen 
are to be found. And bees do 
not “think” in the way that men 
think. 


There are potential difficulties 
that can only be dimly imagined. 
Beings on other worlds might 
have social systems and orienta- 
tiens totally different from ours. 
They might be so unlike men on 
earth as to defy our finite minds. 


But to the scientists of Project 
Ozma these possibilities only add 
to the grandness of the ad- 
venture. 


Why were Tau Ceta and Ep- 
silon Eridani chosen? 


Epsilon Eridani is in the con- 
stellation Eridanus, about 25 de- 
grees west of the lower right- 
hand star in Orion. Tau Ceti is 
about 30 degrees west and slight- 
ly south of Epsilon Eridani, in 
the constellation Cetus. Both 
stars can be seen only faintly 
with the naked eye. 


Astronomically speaking, they 
are close to our solar system. 
Each is about 11 light years 
away. This means, however, 
that they are about 66 trillion 
miles from here, and we mustn’t 
plan on any weekend jaunts 
just yet. 


Both of these stars appear to 
be similar to our sun in some 
respects, including size and age. 
There is a scientific theory which 
says that stars which rotate 
comparatively slowly — such as 
our sun—are most likely to have 
a brood of planets around them, 
the idea being that holding on to 
the planets drained away some 
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of the star’s rotational energy. 

Scientists believe that it is on 
the planets, not the stars, that 
living beings or organisms will 
be found, if they are to be found. 
The stars themselves are too hot. 


In the middle of Project Oz- 
ma’s telescope, therefore, are 
two horn-like receivers which 
will be aimed at the astronomic 
“neighborhood” around Tau 
Ceta and Epsilon Eridani, as 
well as at the stars themselves. 


If these two stars have any 
planets around them, and if 
there is life on any of these 
planets, and if this life has 
evolved to a stage comparable 
to man’s, and if these beings 
have mastered radio trgnsmis- 
sion or some other form of trans- 
mission, and. if they are inter- 
ested in trying to communicate 
with life on other worlds—well, 
there are a lot of “‘ifs.” 


As a practical matter, Proj- 
ect Ozma’s present telescope is 
capable of receiving signals on- 
ly about 11 light years out in 
space, another reason for choos- 
ing these two stars. Some very 
strong signals might be received 
from distances greater than 
that, but this is not considered 
likely. 

By next December, it is ex- 
pected that there will be a 140- 
foot radio telescope at the 
Green Bank observatory. The 
Navy is working on a 600-foot 
giant which should be ready in 
1962, and there have been pro- 
posals for a 1000-footer which 
could reach out 100 light years 
in space, a distance which almost 
defies human imagination. 

A light year is about six tril- 
lion miles — the distance light 
can travel in one year at 186,000 
miles a second. 


For this reason Project Oz- 
ma for the time being will con- 
sist of receiving only, not trans- 
mitting. If any intelligible sig- 
nals are received from either of 
the two stars, they will have ori-

To have a two-way “‘conversa- 
tion’”’ between our earth and a 
planet in Tau Ceta’s solar sys- 
tem—if it has one—would take 
22 years. 


Still, it’s not too difficult to 
imagine receiving a primitive 
interstellar ‘‘Hello’’ from a Tau 
Ceta planet, perhaps in the form 
of a series of numbers. 


The scientists at Green Bank, 
when they get transmission 
equipment, would beam back a 
“‘Hi there’ from earth, perhaps 
the atomic weight of uranium. 
This would be received on Tau 
Ceta’s planet in 1971. We would 
next hear from the Tau Cetans 
in 1982, and so on. 


In charge of Project Ozma is 
Dr. Frank D. Drake, who is con- 
sidered one of the world’s fore- 
most radio astronomers, although 
he is only 29 years old. His chief 
assistant, William Waltman, is 
23. Space science is a young 
man’s game. 


* The observatory itself is op- 


erated for the National Science 
Foundation by Associated Uni- 
versities, Inc. When the giant 
telescope is not being used on 
Project Ozma, it turns its re- 
ceivers to other parts of the 
skies for other astronomical re- 
search being carried on by the 
observatory. 


What are the chances that 
life exists in other worlds? 
Until recently, it was thought 
that our solar system, with at 
least one planet having the 
right environment to sustain 
life, was just an accident. 
More recent research has up- 
set this theory. 


Harvard University’s famed 
astronomer, Harlow Shapley, 
has estimated that there may 
be more than one hundred thou- 
sand million billion stars within 
our present telescopic range that 
provide the basic conditions nec- 
essary for life. This, of course, 
does not mean there is that much 
life around. It is impossible to 
say, for instance, how many of 
these stars have planets. 

All of the stars we can now 
reach by telescope, Shapley has 
said, are “radiating the kind 
of energy needed for photosyn- 
thesis (the process by which 


plants make food from sunlight) - 


and for animal and plant metab- 
olism.’ Furthermore, about 10 
per cent of them are “‘essential- 
ly identical” to our sun in size, 
luminosity and chemistry. 


A look at some figures and es- 
timates indicates the magnitude 
of the task which Dr. Drake and 
his colleagues have before them, 

Our sun is one of perhaps 200,- 
000,000,000 stars which compose 
a great galaxy called the Milky 
Way. The Milky Way, in turn, 
is only one of billions of galax- 
ies, some with more stars, some 
with less. Many astronomers be- 
lieve that perhaps as many as 
half of all these stars have plan- 
ets around them. 

.From some of these planets, 
untold distances away, intelli- 
gent, sentient beings may be try- 
ing to get in touch with other 
worlds. Out of the vast number 
of planets, would their signals 
happen to be beamed in the di- 
rection of our earth? And would 
we happen to be listening just 
at the right moment, with our 
radio telescopes pointed in the 


right direction?

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ri Marlon Brando--He 
Doesn't Like Acting 


' TRYING TO PIN Marlon Brando down to snappy answers 
over long-distance is like trying to grab a fistful of quicksilver 
while wearing a first baseman’s mitt. He talks deliberately and 
solemnly, often using formal words and pausing frequently as if 
turning over the thing in his mind. To a direct question, he will 
‘usually give a nice, long, indirect answer. 

I talked to him over long-distance the other day at his home 
fn Beverly Hills along with three other newspaper writers in on 


publicize his forthcoming picture, ‘The Fugitive Kind,” written 
by Tennessee Williams from his stage play, “Orpheus Descending,” 
and also starring two other Academy Award winners, Anna Mag- 
,mani and Joanne Woodward, plus Victor Jory. One of those Wil- 
‘liams epics about rotting characters in a Mississippi small town. 
Brando plays Snakeskin, who had strummed a guitar in New 
Orleans night clubs until he became weary of it all. 

“I couldn’t get the analogy to the Orpheus legend in the pic- 
ture,” I said. “Except that you play a guitar.” 


“Brother,” Brando said. “We're sitting in the same 
stadium. I couldn’t either. I was quite confused about my 
role. I never had a clear point of view as to what I could 
do as an actor. I did the best I could with the contradic- 
tions inherent in the role. As a matter of fact,” went on 
Brando, the picture salesman, “I was confused about the 
other roles and the whole thing. I wondered a lot about 
the picture.” 


I GATHERED he hadn’t seen eye to eye with director Sidney 
umet. 
Marlon warmed up to a high pitch of sales enthusiasm. 
“Frankly, I haven’t seen the picture. I have no opinion of it.” 
I remarked it was sort of an actor’s holiday, and asked him if 
he was stimulated by working with such people. 
“Stimulated?” he said. He paused. “It is good to work with 
good actors,” he said carefully. ‘The working is pleasanter.”’ 
What about the most recent picture he made, “One Eyed 
Jacks,”” a Western in which he was producer and director as well 
as star. Was Brando the director satisfied with the work of 
Brando the actor? 
“He thinks Brando the cutter is a little slow,’’ Marlon 
answered, “So the Paramount studio is doing the cutting.” 
Could you find any faults with yourself as an actor, the ques- 
tioner persisted. 


“Qne may always make mistakes,” said Brando the 
interviewee. “It isn’t possible to act perfectly in sus- 
tained fashion for three to five minutes, especially when 
you have to watch the other actors at the same time. We 
made hundreds of mistakes a day, but we got enough good 
take to cover them.” 


» HE SAID he would rather have edited the film himself, but he 
was away over budget. He had taken six months instead of three 
to make the picture, and Paramount was impatient to release it. 

“Paramount was extremely fair,” he said. “I am not nurs- 
ing any resentment. It’s understandable why they took over. It 
was budgeted for two point five million and it went close to five. 
I had never directed before and I had no preparation for this 
picture. I had to take over just two weeks in advance of shooting 
after I had differences with Stanley Kubrick, who had been the 
director. I'll do better next time. I was educated on this. It 
was a rather expensive education,’’ he added ruefully. ‘‘Two and 
a half million it cost. But it was worth it.’ 

When he was asked if he wanted to go back to the stage, 
Brando said, “‘No, I don’t think so. I never cared much for 
acting. Actually, to me it was a good way to make a living, to 
keep myself going until I decided what I wanted to do. But acting 
has been good to me, given me a good living.” 

That was always John Barrymore’s line. He used to say he 
would rather be a stagehand if he could make the same money. 


Brando in one of his lofty philosophical moments a few 
months ago, said: “I have no respect for acting. Acting 
by and large is the expression of neurotic impulse. 
Acting is a bum’s life. You get paid for doing nothing 
and it means nothing. Acting is fundamentally a childish 
thing to pursue. Quitting acting is the mark of maturity.” 


>» THE IRONY OF THIS is that Brando always seems to be 
acting. In a recent Life magazine layout, it showed Brando, the 
director on “‘One Eyed Jacks,” hamming so much to get the right 
response from his actors, that Brando the disciplined actor would 
have been appalled. 

“What role gave you the most personal satisfaction?” 

“The picture I enjoyed least was ‘Sayonara,’” he said in a 
a typically oblique response. “But I had fun playing the part.’’ 

He was asked about his early Hollywood reputation as a rebel, 
an anti-social person, a sort of high-paid beatnik. 

“The general. reputation an actor has changes pretty much 
in proportion to what is saleable about him in print, it’s ex- 
ploitation value,” he said elaborately. 

What did he mean, that the picture of him was created by 
press agents as an exploitation gimmick? 


“] wouldn’t think it worthwhile to explain, defend or 
deny any actions,” he said with great dignity. “If people 
want to judge my actions by newspaper blurbs, they are 
free to do so. People generally draw their conclusions 
from preconceptions and prejudice anyway.” 


LATER HE SAID: “I don’t like three-sheeting. That’s an 
actor’s term for showing off. I don’t like all the hullabaloo and 
fuss growing out of being a star. I don’t think it deserves that 
attention. It’s not important enough to make all that noise about 
it. It generally does not appeal to me. I don’t like not being able 
to go anywhere without people staring at me. They never leave 
you alone. Autograph seeking is an unfortunately foolish custom. 
I sign autographs only for children because it’s childish nonsense. 
By signing one you say, yes, I agree with you, I am important.” 

Brando seemed quite serious. Only once did he break out with 
a sense of humor. When I first introduced myself, he said: “Are 
you descended from the original? I guess you must hate that 
question as much as I do being asked do I really ride a motor- 
cycle.” 

“Well, DO you ride a motorcycle?” 

He laughed. ‘“‘Not since I was a kid.”

NEW YORK, April 23 (AP). 

- THE PERSON WHO has acquired a championship once 
held by Arthur Godfrey as the most visible man in America 
fis ® slight, serious-minded science buff named Hugh Downs. 
BAt the moment, Downs spends 94 hours a week in front 
of television cameras: 
Seven of them as an- 
nouncer, salesman and 
general handyman around 
the Jack Paar show, and 
the other 244 as master 
of ceremonies on his own 
daytime game show, ‘‘Con- 
centration.” 

“If I’m claiming a title 
it must be worded very 
carefully,’’ cautions 
Downs. “On a_ weekly 
basis I am now doing more 
television network com- 
mercial broadcasting than 
anyone else. Bill Cullen 
is broadcasting more 
hours, but a lot of those 
hours are on radio.” 

All this activity adds up 
to a daily working day of 
13 hours — not counting 
other hours when he is 

nning and mulling over ideas. It leaves very little 
time for outside activity, yet Downs recently worked into 

schedule a trip to Hollywood where he madé his debut 
aa a film actor—supporting Darren McGavin in one episode 

“Riverboat.” 

> And he is constantly dashing off to work on educational 
fim and TV projects.

Skipped Heart Beats 


A.M. WANTS TO KNOW about “tachycardia—will it lead 
to angina?” 
H.H. asks about “skipping pulse beat.”

Does it 
Pe Es mean heart disease?” 

All are types of heart 
irregularity. Tachycardia 
(tacky-CAR-dee-uh) means 
rapid heart beat, The skips 
and flutters need no fur- 
ther description. 

Usually we don’t notice 
the heart beat unless there 
is some change in the 
rhythm. This usually is 
alarming to the individ- 
ual, although I must say 
that is doesn’t necessarily 
mean that anything is 
wrong. Still we may get

panitky. It’s natural to do so, 
Frankly, a lot of the skips and flutters and so oh are 
self-induced. Some heart muscles are more sensitive than 
others, and excessive use of coffee or tobacco can cause 
skipped beats. This does not as a rule mean heart trouble. 
Tachycardia, or rapid heart beat, is seen fairly often fn 


tense, apprehensive, nervous people. But it is still more 
common among those with an overactive thyroid. The thyroid 
activity may not be apparent as a goiter, yet examination dis- 
closes that a fullness in the gland exists. This condition (let’s 
call it a subtle hyperthyroid condition) is a lot commoner in 
older people than is ordinarily known. 


Mrs. C.E.M.’s flutter with breathlessness could be 
what is known as paroxysmal tachycardia, a sudden 
paroxysm of quickened heart beat. It could also be a 
type of irregularity called fibrillation or a quivering 
rather than pumping tendency in the heart. And it 
is also common in menopause, part of the nervous in- 
stability of that phase of life. 


I CAN’T WITH HONESTY SAY that all of these various 
irregularities are bound to be harmless. If they persist, they 
ought to be examined. An electrocardiogram would go a 
long way toward determining the type of irregularity and 
whether some treatment ought to be started. 

One thing is certain: You can just make yourself miser- 
able by letting uncertainty harass you. Once you find that the 
flipflops and flutters and hippety-hops are harmless, you can 
settle back and enjoy life. And sometimes the flutters and 
skips and flipflops disappear, too.

PICASSO SHOW 10 BE 


' 


AMONG GREATEST 


LONDON, April 23 (UPI)—Art 
galleries and collectors from at 
least 10 nations were hard at 
work today on final preparations 
for one of the greatest one-man 
shows by a living artist ever 


presented. 

The artist is Pablo Picasso, 
sometimes considered the great- 
est of artists. The one-man 
show, to be held at London’s Tate 
Gallery this summer, will be in- 
sured for something like 
$30,000,000. 

New York’s Museum of Mod- 
ern Art considers the Picassos 
it is sending so important that 
. it will split the shipment among 
three ships. That way if one 
ship is sunk on the way to Lon- 
don, at least two-thirds of the 


will take over the Tate Gallery 
almost completely. One work 
alone—a drop curtain Picasso did 
for a Diaghilev ballet in 1907— 
measures 53 by 32.5 feet. The 
Musee d’Art Moderne in Paris, 
which owns it, has no wall big 
enough to hold it. 

The exhibition opens to the pub- 
lic July 6 and runs until Sept. 18. 

Picasso himself has been work- 
ing on the organization of the ex- 
hibit for more than two years. 
He has advised the sponsors, the 
Arts Council of Great Britain, on 
the selection of pictures for the 
show. He is sending some 35 
paintings himself. 

In addition, the artist is send- 
ing what may be the main fea- 
ture of the exhibition: The series 
of 58 variations Picasso did on 
“The Ladies in Waiting” of 
Velasquez. These _ variations 
have been shown only once be- 
fore, at a small Paris gallery. 
Picasso had refused requests 
from all over the world to show 
them again. 

Negotiations for the loan of 
pictures have not yet been com- 
pleted. But so far paintings have 
been promised from the United 
States, Austria, Belgium, Den- 
mark, France, Germany, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Switzerland and 
Britain. 

The Guggenheim and Metro- 
politan Museum in New York, as 
well as the Museum of Modern 


Art, will loan Picassos for the 


show. So will the Art Institute 
of Chicago, private collectors 
such as Walter P. Chrysler Jr., 
and dozens of other galleries and 
collectors. 

The exhibition, the first Picasso 
retrospective ever held in Britain, 
will also be the most complete 
exhibition of Picasso’s work ever 
held anywhere, the show’s or- 
ganizers say.

Byori THOUSANDS OF ST. LOUISANS, from lisping 
kindergartners to sedate grandmothers, are involved in a 
gigantic and unique research task that-has gained world- 
wide attention. In many ways, the project —involving the collec- 
tion and study of thousands of baby teeth —resembles a husking 
bee of frontier days. The husking - bee kind of co-operation is es- 
sential to help open the frontiers created by one of mankind's new 
crops. The crop is the radioactive fallout from nuclear bomb 
tests. - 

One of the most hazardous components of fallout is stron- 
tium-90, which loses its strength very slowly and is handled 
like calcium by the human body. Since the presence of radio- 
active materials in the body can cause cancer, it is important 
that scientists find the answers to a number of the questions 
about strontium - 90. 

Among the prime questions are; 1. How much of it is taken 
up by the body and deposited’in the bones, as a potential source 
of bone cancer or leukemia? 2. How much strontium-90 can 
the body tolerate without harm? (Even if there are no more 
tests, fallout from previous explosions is expected to cause 
strontium - 90 activity in food to rise until 1964 or 1965.) | 

It is to the first of these two questions that the St. Louis 
project, with the disarming name “Baby Tooth Survey, 15 
primarily addressed.

Subsequent processes, subjecting the 
materials to further changes, are neces- 
sary before final readings can be. taken. 


Laboratory work starts as a crucible of 
teeth is put in an electric furnace, where 
it is heated to 842 degrees and left for 
five hours. This removes many non- 
essential parts and makes it possible 
io dissolve the teeth easily in acid. 


In one of last steps, a technician pours 
liquid containing yttrium-90 into a brass 
collar over a vacuum filter. The yttrium- 
90 collects in a white disk - shaped filter, 
like the one on the bottle in foreground. 
Yttrium -90 is a “daughter” of strontium- 
90 and provides readings that can be 
used to measure the amount of strontium- 
90 in the teeth that are being studied.

FORTUNE in jewelry that was among 
the wealth hidden in the dusty and 
littered 24-room New York apartment of the 
late Mrs. Lillian Guyer Timken has been 


auctioned for $1,095,460. The amount was — 


$27,405 less than the record. price for a 
ewelry auction, set at the sale of the late 
s. John E. Rovensky’'s possessions in 1957. 
Although many private collectors attended 
the Timken auction, most bidding and pur- 
chasing was done by professionals, repre- 
sentatives of leading jewelry firms. 

Mrs. Timken was the wife of William Rob- 
ert Timken who, with his brother, Henry H. 
Timken Jr., inherited from their father a 
thriving roller- bearing business that began 
in St. Louis, was moved in 1902 to Canton, O. 
After the death of her husband in 1949, Mrs. 
Timken lived as a recluse in an enormous 
duplex apartment on upper Fifth Avenue. 
She had been left the income from two- 


thirds of a net estate amounting to $6,835,403. 

Last October Mrs. Timken was found 
dead in her cluttered apartment. On the 
walls was a valuable collection of paint- 
ings by Rembrandt, Titian, Veronese, Raph- 
ael, Watteau, Boucher, Turner, Reynolds 
and Raeburn. Mrs. Timken’s 1950 will had 
bequeathed her art collection to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in New York and the 
National Gallery of Art in Washington, D.C. 
The will stipulated that her jewelry was to 
be auctioned and the proceeds given to six 
charitable organizations. Remainder of the 
estate was left to two sons by her previous 
marriage to Freeman Ford of Pasadena, 
Calif. One son, Todd Ford, died after his 
mother made her will. The remaining son 
and heir, Robert Freeman Ford, of Pasa- 
dena, attended the jewelry auction, was 
outbid on several relatively inexpensive 
items, bought nothing.

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NEW “STAR.” Transit 1-B, has been launched to help guide the navi- 

gators of the future. It is the first of a series of radio-equipped satel- 

lites that will circle the earth sending directional data to ships at sea and, 
eventually, to planes in the air. 

The 265-pound, 36-inch sphere sends out very stable radio frequen- 
cies, but they appear to be higher as the satellite approaches a ship and 
lower as it moves away. This is known as the “Doppler shift’ which, for 
instance, explains the apparent change in pitch of a train whistle as it 
passes by. Special equipment will be installed in ships to analyze this 
shift, giving the relative position of ship to satellite. 

Transit 1-B also broadcasts its exact position and the exact time 
through a memory device. This information is mathematically determined 
beforehand from data supplied by six tracking stations in the United States 
and then radioed to the satellite for storage on tape. When all the data from 
Transit 1-B is analyzed by electronic equipment on the ship, the navigator 
will know the ship's position to an accuracy reported to be within one- 
tenth of a mile. Besides being more precise than present radio - directional 
methods, the Transit system can cover even the remotest parts of the 
world relatively inexpensively. com ,

1-B demonstrates the practical value space explorations can have for 


civilian purposes. The Navy has emphasized that the system will be avail- 
able to all nations. It also has importance for military purposes by being 
able to supply submarines precise data needed to launch their missiles. 

Transit 1-B (1-A was an unsuccessful launching) is in an elliptical 
orbit varying from 233 to 479 miles from the earth. Because it missed its 
planned circular orbit at a height of 575 miles, it will probably stay up 
for only about 16 months instead of the originally estimated 50 years. 
Plans call for four Transit satellites placed so that a ship anywhere in the 
world could get a radio “fix” about every hour and a half. The satellites 
and their equipment would have a planned useful life of about five years. 
Each one would cost about $1,000,000 to launch and the whole system 
would cost around $3,000,000 annually to maintain. The system would be 
unaffected by the weather. 

Including the polar-orbiting Discoverer XI, launched two days after 
Transit 1-B, the United States through last weekend had put up 18 earth 
satellites (eight are still up) and is advancing in the variety and sophistica- 
tion of its space-exploring equipment. Russia, which hasn't launched 
a satellite since last October, is rumored to be trying to put a man in 
space to coincide with the summit conference this spring.

MOLDERING OPPOSITION to the South Korean 

government of President Syngman Rhee broke 
out in bloody riots early last week. Thousands of 
students and other demonstrators took over most 
of the downtown area of Seoul, the nation’s capital. 
The demonstration underscored charges of rigging 
and coercion in the March 15 election in which the 
85-year-old Rhee was re-elected to a fourth 
term. Martial law was quickly clamped on the 
capital and four other cities where anti - administra- 
tion uprisings occurred. Initial clashes in Seoul 
between demonstrators, police and government 
troops brought unofficial reports of about 80 per- 
sons dead, more than 300 injured. 

In the capital, thousands of college and high 
school students wearing somber black school uni- 
forms marched down the wide central avenue 
leading to Rhee’s mansion. They were cheered on 
by crowds of onlookers. Shouting and throwing 
rocks, the students surged forward as police fired 
blanks and tear gas shells, and firemen played 
streams of water on the marchers. When some 


500 university students dashed through a barbed 
wire barricade about a hundred yards from Rhee’s 
hilltop home, police fired volley after volley of 
real bullets. Some students fell, others fled. 
Later, demonstrators got hold of rifles and firing 
became general in downtown streets. 

Censorship was imposed by the government 
on the Korean press. It applied only to news of 
the outbreaks, but evidenced government fears that 
the ace might become more inflamed. 

orean students, in addition to being angered 
over last month's elections, have become increas- 
ingly outspoken against years of the Rhee govern- 
ment's political interference in campus life. Un- 
precedented public criticism of Rhee and his poli- 
cies has also been growing among influential Ko- 
reans, including opposition members in the Na- 
tional Assembly. Opponents of Rhee and his Lib- 
eral party have charged that intimidation, ter- 
roristic tactics and fraud were used in the election. 
The opposition Democratic party has gone to 
court to challenge the results.

Cheesecake from a Famous Restaurant's Recipe

Nuclear Bomb Protest in Britain 


20,000 People in 53-Mile March Against Use of Weapon 


ONDON’S TRAFALGAR SQUARE reverberated 
last Monday with the shouts of the largest 
crowd to gather there since the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth in 1953 and V-E Day in 1945. 
The shouts went up as speakers urged Great Brit- 
ain. to get out of the nuclear weapons race, 
abolish American and British nuclear bases on 
English soil and withdraw from NATO and other 
alliances that rely on nuclear weapons. 

The demonstration was considered the largest 
and most significant ever held in Britain against 
nuclear weapons. Its significance stemmed not 
so much from the size of the crowd but from the 
fact that many participants obviously were not 
members of the political left, which organized and 
led the rally. The organizers were some stalwarts 


of the Labor party's left wing and other left 
wingers. Similar demonstrations were staged in 
1959 and 1958, but they were relatively small and 
attracted little, if any, non-left support. 

Leaders of the demonstration — together with 
some 20,000 men, women and children — made a 
three-day, 53-mile march to London from Alder- 
maston, site of Britain's nuclear weapons research 
establishment. As the vanguard reached Tra- 
falgar Square, they found a crowd of about 75,000 
on hand. The crowd was so thick that many of 
the marchers could not get near the square. Some 
observers felt that the size of the protest rally 
was due in part to the British predilection for 
walking and, therefore, did not entirely reflect 
feelings about nuclear disarmament. 
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Huge crowd fills Trafalgar Square and 
streets leading into it. For a better view. 
many persons have climbed onto the 
base of the central column that is sur- 
mounted by a statue of Lord Nelson, 
British naval hero at Trafalgar in 1805.

What happened to Amelia Earhart?

After 23 years, an ‘eyewitness’ may shed some light on 


the disappearance of America’s most famous aviatrix 


by PAUL L. BRIAND JR. 


What happened to Amelia Earhart? This question has 
puzzled the world ever since America’s pioneer avi- 
atrix, first woman to fly the Atlantic alone, disappeared 
over the Pacific on a round-the-world flight with Fred 
Noonan in 1937. Now, a native Saipan girl tells of 
Miss Earhart’s death in a biography about to be pub- 
lished, titled Daughter of the Sky. Her story “is most 
probably true,” says the author, a professor at the Air 
Force Academy. Here it is published for the first time. 


Josephine Blanco, now Mrs. Maximo Akiyama, and 
living in California with her husband and their young 
son, was witness to an incident which is as incredible 
as it is enlightening. 

In the summer of 1937 Josephine was riding her 
bicycle toward Tanapag Harbor. She was taking her 
Japanese brother-in-law, J. ¥Y. Matsumoto, his lunch, 
and was hurrying along because it was nearly noon. 


That summer she had just finished Japanese gram- 
mar school, where she had gone for some years, ever 
since she was 7 years old. In March she had celebrated 
her 11th birthday, and now she could begin Catholic 
school.

It was not until she met her brother-in-law that 
Josephine discovered who it was that had crash-landed 
in the harbor. 

“The American woman,” everyone was saying, 
greatly excited. “Come and see the American woman.” 
Josephine and her brother-in-law joined the knot of 
people who gathered to watch. 

She saw the American woman standing next to a 
tall man wearing a short-sleeved sports shirt, and was 
surprised because the woman was not dressed as a 
woman usually dressed.

The 
national parks, the nation’s most popular vacation 
areas, are in the middle of a 10-year spruce-up cam- 
paign. Sleek new motels are ready in the Everglades, 
Grand Canyon and Yellowstone. New visitor centers 
are ready at Mammoth Cave, Dinosaur National Mon- 
ument, Hopewell Village (site of an historic Pennsyl- 
vania ironworks) and Yellowstone. Another will be 
dedicated at Wright Brothers National Memorial, 
Kitty Hawk, N.C., on Dec. 17—anniversary of the 
first airplane flight. 

For Western lovers, the Pony Express Centennial 
will be celebrated all along the old route from St. 
Joseph, Mo., to Sacramento, Calif. For sun lovers, 
Florida will be in the second year of a statewide quad- 
ricentennial celebration. 

The Army Corps of Engineers will open four new 
artificial lakes: Rough River Reservoir, Ky.; Mansfield 
Reservoir, west of Indianapolis; Buckhorn Reservoir, 
‘on Middle Fork River, Ky.; Ferrell’s Bridge Reservoir 
on Cypress Creek, Tex. Russian River Reservoir, in 
Mendocino County, Calif., will be in its first full 
season. 


NEW ROADS: Best news for sightseeing families is 
the opening of 115 more miles of the Blue Ridge Park- 
way, the nation’s most popular scenic highway, be- 
tween Rockfish Gap and Roanoke, Va. But everywhere

motoring promises to be smoother, faster. The big 
Federal highway improvement project is beginning to 
show results. 

Among important new roads for vacationers are 


122 miles of widened U.S. 40, from Sacramento to 


the Nevada border; seven vital miles of Interstate 
Route 95, which will vault Miami travelers past Jack- 
sonville bottlenecks; 70 miles of Interstate 96, from 
Detroit to Grand Rapids, Mich., and parts of Inter- 
state 90, from the New York Thruway to Madison, 
Ohio, on Lake Erie, cutting travel time between the 
Midwest and New England. — 


NEW LODGINGS: Motels seem to have left behind 
the old idea of mere lodging for a night, competing 
with each other to provide flossier and flossier bait. 
One recently opened motel in Charlotte, N.C., has an 
all-weather swimming pool under a plastic dome. An- 
other in Fort Lauderdale, Fla., perches on the banks 
of the Intracoastal Waterway and runs a boat basin 
as an adjunct. A few have gone in for such lures as 
18-hole golf courses and helicopter landing pads. 

Campgrounds are blossoming so rapidly in almost 


every state that no one has an exact count. California 
is typical. The state is launched on a long-range pro- 
gram to provide 2,000 more camping areas. 

Camping equipment manufacturers are bidding for 
a piece of the tenting boom. One little item no famil\ 
will want to be without is a 5”-x-8”-x-47” “instant 
house” that expands in minutes to an 1 1’-x-8’ bedroom. 
Cost: a mere $595. For the more economy-minded, 
waterproof, disposable paper tents are available for as 
little as $10. 


NEW SAVINGS: Thanks to Detroit's new compact 
cars, travel costs are lower. Tourists who rent cars 
can save $1 a day and a cent a mile. For air travelers, 
Capital Airlines’ new excursion rates to the New York 
summer festival will save up to 25 per cent. (Other 
airlines may follow Capital’s lead.) Travelers to Flor- 
ida’s West Coast will find an expanded array of low 
cost fly-and-drive package tours. 


NEW VISITORS: Travel this year will have a cos 
mopolitan flavor. President Eisenhower, in proclaim- 
ing Visit USA Year, invited persons from all over the 
world to come here in the hope their visits would pro- 
mote international understanding and world peace. 
He also suggested that Americans themselves tour the 
U.S. to rekindle their pride and understanding in the 
nation. 

Most of the foreign visitors probably will be from 
the Western Hemisphere. But Britons, with currency 
restrictions off, are due in greater numbers and so 
are prosperous Germans. The number of Russian 
visitors also is expected to increase. The National As- 
sociation of Travel Organizations, which és helping to 
promote Visit USA Year, also looks for more Austral- 
ians, New Zealanders and Japanese. The President 
has asked all Americans to be good hosts. 


NEW HELP FOR YOU: In spite of all the improve: 
ments in travel this year, how enjoyable—and serene 
—your vacation is remains largely up to you. As any 
vacationing family knows, it’s the little details that 
nag at the nerves and take the sheen off a vacation. 
Here are questions that bother travelers, with the 
answers: 


How important are motel reservations? In spite of 
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The Vernal Falls, Yosemite National Park 


increasing facilities, a PARADE survey shows, reserva- 
tions at least a day ahead still are important, particu- 
larly in oceanfront areas and Western parks. Families 
who want to free-wheel should start traveling early, 
stop early. And remember fhat many hotels offer eco- 
nomical family rates. 

How much luggage should we take? As a general 
rule, the less the better.

MYRNA LOY’S NEW SCREEN PHASE 


The perfect wife becomes imperfect

HOLLYWOOD. 
As I watched Myrna Loy perform in her latest film, From the 
Terrace, her role of a drunk and dissolute woman seemed 
incredible to me. But after the scene was shot, director Mark 
Robson smiled with satisfaction. : 

“That was great,” he exclaimed. “Just great. Print it.” 

A decade or so ago no producer in his right mind would 
have offered Myrna Loy the role of a weak, unhappy, neg- 
lected, drunken upper-class wife of 50, which is what she 
plays in this screen adaptation of the John O'Hara novel. 

Back then she was recognized as the screen’s “perfect 
wife.” She had introduced marital gaiety to film audiences 
via a series of Thin Man movies with William Powell, and 
she played “the perfect wife” in dozens of other films, 
among them The Best Years of Our Lives. 

Myrna Loy was recognized on screemas the witty, attrac- 
tive, respectable, warm, understanding wife, the kind of 
woman every mother wants for a daughter-in-law. 

But, as Miss Loy herself recenthy confessed, “The one 
thing no actress can beat is time. You"€#n delay its ravages 
with the help of an adroit cameraman. But you cannot 
fool the public, which started watching you in films 25 or 30 
years ago, that you’ve remained a spring chicken while 
they've become grandmothers. 

“In motion pictures an actress either quits at the height 
of her fame and beauty, as Garbo did, or you edge your 
way into character and feature parts, as I’m doing.” 

Does the same alternative hold true for aging actors? 

The actress broke into an infectious smile. “I’m afraid 
not,” she explained. “In this business men get away with 
murder. I know actors 55 and 60 years old who are play- 
ing love-leads opposite 25-year-old actresses. At times the 
combinations appear ludicrous. But there’s a shortage of 
recognized leading men, and the old-timers are now getting 
as much as $750,000 and $1,000,000 a picture. 

“The last*time I was out here I tried to get Bill Powell — 
we made 13 pictures together—to do another film or a TV 
program with me. Bill is retired now and lives in Palm 


Springs. He wouldn't hear of it. ‘Minnie,’ he said, ‘you 
just don’t know how much trouble it is to re-grow and take 
care of a mustache. You can keep on acting forever, but 
I've had it.’ ” 

Myrna Loy’s career in Hollywood goes back to the 1920s 
when her name was Myrna Williams and she worked as a 
dancing teacher in Culver City, the home of MGM. Her 
salary for teaching 32 pupils was $25 a month. To imple- 
ment this sum, she sat in the MGM casting office day ran! 
day, hopefully waiting for any sort of “extra” or “bit” part. 

Rudolph Valentino and his wife, Natasha Rambova, took 
a strong interest in the freckle-faced girl with the turned-up 
nose, assigned her an exotic role in What Price Beauty? and 
launched her screen career as an Oriental. 

“Minnie’s” Secret 

For the next five years Myrna Loy played Hindu, Javanese, 
Malayan and Chinese roles, with publicity departments keep- 
ing a dark secret the fact that to her friends she was 
“Minnie” Williams. 

“I did a lot of those early Fu Manchu pictures,” the 
actress remembers; “until Metro eventually cast me opposite 
Robert Montgomery in When Ladies Meet.” 

For the next two decades Myrna Loy was cast as “the 
perfect wife.” As the spouse of William Powell, Don 
Ameche, Clark Gable, she set a screen style of light-hearted 
domesticity for which she is still remembered. 

“Before The Thin Man pictures,” she says, “most films 
carried the hero and heroine up until marriage. In The 
Thin Man we showed that marriage could be fun. Nowa- 
days, Hollywood is showing that marriage can be hell. I’ve 
played all three stages.” 

Unfortunately, Myrna Loy’s off-screen marriages have 
proven less successful than those she entered into on-camera. 
Since 1936 she has been to the altar four times. Her hus- 
bands and their terms of office have been: Arthur Hornblow, 
1936-1942; John D. Hertz, 1942-1944; Gene Markey, 
1946-1950, and Howard Sargeant, 1951-1958. 

In short, Hollywood's “perfect wife” has yet to find her 
perfect husband. ? P|

individual rather than a mass basis in this country, and so 
it’s possible that the virus would spread to persons who have 
received neither Salk nor live vaccine. Remember, about 35 
million Americans in polio-susceptible age groups still 
haven't received Salk vaccine and we can’t force them to 
get their shots. 


Q Are there any other unanswered questions about live 
vaccine? 

A Yes. We have had reports that it is less effective than we 
would like in providing protection. 


Q Is it possible that live vaccine never will be used widely 
in this country? | 

A Not at all. We are going to have an acceptable live vac- 
cine, but its development, like that of all vaccines, takes 
time and testing under solid scientific conditions. 


Q Do you know when live vaccine will be approved for use? 
A Not before late this fall at the earliest. Meetings will be 
held this summer at which the newest information on live 
vaccine is to be discussed. Right now vaccine manufacturers - 
are “tooling up” to meet Public Health Service standards to 
insure safety and potency of live vaccines. 


Q It has been said that the Public Health Service is super- 
cautious about live vaccine because of the terrible experi- 
ence with defective Salk vaccine aefew years ago that 
caused several deaths. Is that true? . 
A Of course we do not want a repetition of anything like 
that. I suppose it influences our thinking to a certain extent. 
However, even if it had never happened, we would still be 
extremely cautious. 


Q Even with evidence piling up in favor of the live vaccine? 
A Let me say this. A great deal that has been offered to the 
public as fact about live vaccine really is opinion. A great 
deal remains to be evaluated in regard to live vaccine. 


Q Has some live vaccine research been slipshod? 

A I wouldn't say that. However, some proponents of live 
vaccine are overconcerned simply with giving it to large 
numbers of people. At times, attention to proper scientific 
control and follow-up seems to have been lost in the shuffle. 


Q Is live vaccine now being tested in the U.S.? 

A Yes, in Miami, Cleveland, New York, St. Paul and else- 
where. Because these tests are under careful supervision, 
we do not believe that either the people participating or their 
close contacts are endangered. 


Q When live vaccine is approved for use, will it make Salk 
vaccine obsolete? 

A I doubt it. Many doctors still will prefer the product with 
which they have had the most experience. We feel that in 
the long run each vaccine will be shown to have certain 
advantages of its own. 


Q Should we still go all-out to have people take Salk shots? 
A Certainly. Last year, there was a total of 5,694 paralytic 
polio cases in the U.S. and many more non-paralytic. The 
disease is still with us although on a reduced scale. Sig- 
nificantly, the paralytic case total-was higher for 1959 than 
for 1958. 


Q Has Salk vaccine been improved in recent years? 
A Yes. Since January 1958, Salk vaccine has been increased 
in average potency. 


Q Will live vaccine plus Salk vaccine wipe out paralytic 

polio forever? 

A I doubt that, although it is likely that the disease will be 

reduced to a minimum. Remember, we still have cases of 

diphtheria, tetanus and smallpox despite the good vaccines 

that have been generally available for many, many years.

A three-minute interview with 


Mark Twain's daughter 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF. 
1FTY YEARS AGO last Thursday, Mark Twain, 
Bye gave the world Tom Sawyer and Huck Finn, 
died in his rambling Connecticut home, Stormfield— 
leaving behind him a rich legacy of folk humor, and 
one daughter, Clara. 

Recently Clara—Mrs. Clara Langhorne Clemens 
Samossoud, 86— has been living with her symphony 
conductor husband amid dimming memories in an 
oceanfront motel in Mission Beach near here. 

Among her prized possessions is a 24-volume set of 
The Collected Works of Mark Twain. The first vol- 
ume is inscribed, “To Clara Langhorne Clemens, with 
the love of her father the author—Nov. 27, 1904.” 
And on each flyleaf Clara’s father inscribed one of 
the famous maxims from Pudd'n’head Wilson's New 
Calendar. But, just for his daughter, he rewrote sev- 
eral of them and added to others. 

Those maxims—often different from the published 
versions —appear at right with his daughter's permis- 
sion. The volumes themselves occupy a place of honor 
in her two-room apartment, where PARADE inter- 
viewed her: 


Q Mrs. Samossoud, you seem to be mevenwiied here 
by memories of your father. What do you remember 
best about him? 
A 1 think I remember him best as an actor, playing 
Miles Hendon in The Prince and the Pauper. We gave 
the whole of The Prince and the Pauper in our home 
in Hartford, for invited guests. My sisters and I, all 
three of us, were in the play. I played Lady Jane Grey. 

I hadn't realized until then that Father could act 
that well—he put a great deal of fire and emotion 
into his acting. He added and improvised at the re- 
hearsals, and they took from what he had improvised 
and used it in the play. 

I saw the movie of The Prince and the Pauper later 
with Errol Flynn. I didn’t think that Errol Flynn was 
nearly as good an actor as Father. 


Q What did you learn from him that you still recall? . 


A Well, Father was always very shy about giving his 
children advice. And we weren't very receptive, in 
fact, to learning anything from Father that might 
change our nature. After all, we didn’t think of him as 
Mark Twain. He was just Father to us. 


Q Did he tell humorous stories to you as a child? 

A He told all kinds of stories. Sometimes he read them 
out of a book and sometimes he just invented them 
out of his own head. Just before we went to bed, we 
went down to say good night to him, down in the li- 
brary. Then his eyes would twinkle and his eyebrows 
would twitch and he would make up these improbable 
stories. Most of them were about cats—he thought cats 
were among the world’s noblest creatures. Some of the 
stories he told us were published later. 


Q Among all the characters he invented in his books, 
did your father have a favorite? 

A If he had any favorite character, it was Tom 
Sawyer, because Father thought of himself as Tom 
Sawyer—as a boy, I mean. Tom Sawyer wasn't his 
favorite book, though. It was Joan of Arc. 


Q Is there one single thing you would want the world 
to know about your father? 

A That he was a great philosopher—not only a hu- 
morist. He didn’t want to be known as a philosopher 
but he just naturally was one. In certain moods, when 
he was thinking very deeply of something, he’d share 
these moods with someone else. 

He didn’t follow any philosophy, but he inclined 
toward Emerson's philosophy. But Father's philosophy 
only had elements of Emerson in it. Emerson always 
took things in a serious manner. That wasn’t Father’s 
way. If the philosophy completely lacked humor, it 
wasn’t Father's. 

Father, I guess you might say, was a human phi- 
losopher. He abhorred hypocrisy. But he loved hu- 
manity.

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How to get along with your car 
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HE WAY YOU DRIVE your car either can shorten 

or prolong its life. Amy mechanic will tell you that 
your daily driving quirks are reflected in the number 
and size of your repair bills. 

How can motorists keep bills down? PARADE put 
that question to the Chrysler Corporation Service De- 
velopment and Training Dept., Detroit, Mich. Here 
is their answer: 10 ways to add life to your car. 


1) Don’t make a habit of pumping the accelerator, 
especially when starting in the morning. 

Pumping causes waste of gas and vital lubricant to 
be washed from the cylinder walls. Over a period of 
time, absence of lubricant causes scuffing, scoring and 
other types of premature cylinder wear—and repairs. 


2) Don’t accelerate rapidly or drive at high speeds 
until you have gone at least five miles at moderate 
speed. 

Most people believe that the car is in perfect run- 
ning form when the water temperature gauge registers 
normal, or about 180°F. They're wrong. A car does 
not reach top operational efficiency until the oil tem- 
peratures are elevated. If the outside temperature is 
32°F. (freezing), ideal lubricant temperature is not 
reached until you have driven about eight miles. No 
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matter how much above freezing the outside tempera- 
ture is, you still should drive your car five miles at 
moderate speeds (25-30 m.p.h.) to warm it up. 

If you’re in the habit of accelerating within the first 
mile or so, you risk damaging pistons, bearings and 
cylinder walls. 


3) Don’t idle your car to warm it up; drive it. 

A common misconception is that idling is good for 
your motor. 

The truth is that idling wastes gas and promotes 
sludge. Your car will warm faster if you drive it (be- 
tween 20 and 30 m.p.h.) for a few miles. If your car 
stalls when still cold, it probably needs servicing. One 
exception: on high humidity days you are likely to stall 
until the car is thoroughly warmed up and moisture is 
evaporated. 


4) Don’t drive short distances repeatedly. 


The suburban habit of repeated short hops to the 


supermarket produces premature wear and tear on the 
car. For every gallon of gas used in short hauls, a gal- 
lon of potentially corrosive water is produced in the 
car's system. 

When you turn off the engine after only three or 
four miles of driving, this corrosive fluid accumulates, 
especially in the exhaust system. It can eat holes in 
the muffler, etch bearings and cause damage to exhaust 
and tail pipes. 

On longer hauls, the destructive fluid either evap- 
orates or is blown off in steam. 

The characteristic dribble of water from tail pipes 
in the morning is really corrosive fluid that has been 
working away overnight on those pipes. 


5) Don’t overtax your battery. 

In city night driving, you can preserve your battery 
by shifting to neutral at stops and pressing down slight- 
ly on the accelerator to be sure the battery is charging. 

At night especially, there is a drain on the car’s 
electrical system. The lights are on, possibly along

with the heater, the radio and the windshield wipers. 

Slight acceleration while in neutral at stops helps 
minimize battery drain. Also, if cars with automatic 
transmission are left in “drive” at stops, they tend 
to creep. This causes the driver to keep his foot on 
the brake, and this in turn keeps the brake lights on 
and results in added electrical drain. 


6) Don’t make a practice of jamming on the brakes. 

Few drivers realize it, but repeated fast stops can 
wear out brake linings in as little as 10,000 miles of 
driving. Also, such stops play havoc with brake drums. 
The pattern of repeatedly “stopping on a dime” de- 
creases brake life up to 75 per cent. 


7) Don’t repeatedly bump the curb while parking. 

It endangers front-wheel alignment. 

In city driving, wheel alignment is especially impor- 
tant because 90 per cent of the time you are making 
turns, if only slight ones. 

Bumping the curb over and over—with resultant 
wheel-alignment problems—causes undue tire wear 
and actually can make a tire almost “bald” within 
3,000 miles of driving. Bad alignment also causes 
vibrations and undue stresses in the steering parts. 


8) Do not apply the brakes when crossing a railroad 
track or a rough section of road. 

The proper procedure is to slow down and coast 
over the bumpy section. Braking over rough terrain 
causes stresses on the springs and axle. By braking 
you are trying to hold the car rigid while the car is 
trying to bounce with the terrain. In this circumstance, 
something — like a rear spring— sooner or later will go. 


3) Don’t make “jack-rabbit” starts. 

Such starts actually can decrease tire life as much 
as 50 per cent. They also place undue stress on all 
rotating and reciprocating car parts. One of the first of 
these to go is the universal joint. When that happens, 
you might run into a repair bill of $50 or more. 


10) Shift into a lower gear when going downhill. 
Thus you avoid “riding the brake,” which can burn 
it out. If you are on a steep hill and must use the 
brake even in low gear, apply it intermittently. In the 
brief instant that you take your foot off the brake, it 
has a chance to cool. This helps it restore itself.

VERYWHERE we go these days some- 
one is sure to ask for a recipe for 
meat loaf. With meat loaf enjoying such 
apparent popularity, we have developed a 
number of interesting variations featuring 
ingredients that are both familiar and easy 
to use. 

The first one is capped with savory 
liver paste under pastry (photo left). The 
second includes two favorites, heartily 
seasoned beef and mashed potatoes (photo 
lower left). The third has a lusty barbecue 
flavor and the fourth is rich with coffee. 
The fifth is layered with bread stuffing 
and the sixth (photo opposite page) com- 
bines veal and ham in flavorful fashion. 


Meat Loaf Brazil 

1 medium onion, minced 

2 stalks celery, diced 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 Ibs. lean beef, ground 

2 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
4 Ib. liverwurst 

1 tablespoon ketchup 

1 teaspoon prepared mustard 

1 package pie crust mix 
Cook onion and celery in butter or mar- 
garine until soft but not brown.-Add to 
beef with salt and pepper. Shape in a roll 
about 10” long. Mash liverwurst; blend in 
ketchup and mustard. Prepare pie crust 
mix as directed on package. Roll out in 
rectangle about 10” x 12”. Spread center 
of rectangle with liverwurst mixture, cov- 
ering an area the size of meat roll.

is Castro a killer? In law school at Havana University, 
Castro joined the Union Insurrecional Revolucionaria, 
which carried out political assassinations. He was ar- 
rested several times, but never convicted. But Ameri- 
can agents have learned that he personally was in- 
volved in more than one murder. 

Castro also took part in an abortive invasion of the 
Dominican Republic in 1947.

Experts split between patience, power 


Has Castro helped the Cubans? parape’s reporter 
found Havana a tense, excited city dominated by the 
National Institute of Agrarian Reform, where Castro, 
his Red-tinged brother Raul and the Argentine Com- 
munist Maj. Ernesto “Che” Guevara hand down the 
laws that are radically changing Cuban life. These 
three constitute a “super-ministry.” 

In the streets and parks, young men in khaki and 
black berets march up and down. Children of the 
“youth militia” go from door to door asking for pesos 
to buy “arms and planes for our country.” The not-so- 
secret police, long-haired boys in their teens and early 
twenties, are everywhere. 

In the grass roots, however, the guajiros, or peasant 
farmers, are better off under Castro. So are the 
small shopkeepers. The guajiros, now living on col- 
lective farms formed from appropriated lands, get a 
daily wage of around $2.50, and a yearly bonus. One 
told PARADE: “Formerly we could rarely afford the 
luxury of eating meat. Now our families can have 
meat three times a week.” 

A storekeeper said: “In the old days, the whole- 
salers in the cities charged us such high prices that 
the poor people could not afford to buy. Now wages 
are up, and prices are down 10 to 20 per cent. Even 
with smaller profits, we are better off.” 

The government has set up a model village at 
Hermanos Saez, in line with Castro’s promise to pro- 
vide a home for every peasant in the next few years. 
Built from prefabricated blocks, the display home has 
a Swedish kitchen, three bedrooms, bath, lounge with 
nylon-upholstered furniture and a laid-out garden. 
Observers say both the cost—$4,000—and the radical 
departure from the way guajiros live now may prevent 
Castro’s boast from being fulfilled. 

Cuban opposition to Castro is disorganized and 
leaderless but still troublesome. Former Batista sol- 
diers have shot up guard posts in Santiago. Bands of 
rebels are holed up in Pinar del Rio and Oriente Prov- 
inces. Small planes set fire to Cuban cane fields from 
bases in the Dominican Republic. 


How should Castro be handled? The be-patient school 
believes that Castro already has alarmed his neighbors 
by letting the Communists use Cuba for infiltrating 
Latin America. Even the Cuban people, once their 
emotion is spent, may get rid of him. Our experts point 
to the desertions of former aides and say: “The coun- 
ter-plot-has already started.” But meddling will bring 
most Latin Americans to Castro’s side. 

The swat-Castro-now school points to the Com- 
munists in his government, the leaning toward Marx- 
ism, the opening of Cuba to the Russians. This group 
feels that if Castro can tweak the eagle’s tail with 
impunity, others may be tempted to imitate him. 

This school also opposes subsidizing anti-American- 
ism by paying $150 million a year for Cuban sugar 
at roughly double the world price. 

To cut the sugar quota, the opposition contends, 
would only force Castro to more dramatics. He might, 
for instance, demand the evacuation of Guantanamo 
naval base. Breaking diplomatic relations would thrust 
him completely into the Soviet orbit. 

All present indications are that the policy of pa- 
tience will prevail. 

And, as Castro rants, the State Department cites 
the old saying: “Sticks and Stones may break my bones, 
but words will never hurt me.’ =

Even TV, Movies Can't Disturb 


Relaxed Pace of Joseph Welch

NEW YORK, April 23 
Sper NYE WELCH of Harwichport, 
Mass., counsel for the Army in the 
McCarthy hearings, describes himself, with 
a modesty that cannot be doubted, as a

slim thread of. fate wound its way to 
Boston, pulled him from his distinguished 
but comparatively private law practice and 
drew him into a spotlight in a way that 
may never again be duplicated in tele- 
vision. 

So remarkable was his account of him- 
self, so intriguing a personality that Jo- 
seph N. Welch, a conservative lawyer, has 
become Joseph N. Welch, star of the 
movies and television. Now 70, he is the 
host and narrator of a new series, "The 
Hour of Great Mysteries." Next in the 
series is “The Burning Court,” starring 
Barbara Bel Geddes and George C. 
Scott, to be presented this Sunday (KSD- 
TV, 9 p.m.) 

WHEN WELCH was appearing on 
television in the Army-McCarthy hearings, 
he used to slide way down in his chair, 
his long legs hidden from the cameras, 
looking for all the world like a little elf 
from the back country. This wily fellow is 
six feet tall, with perceptive blue eyes and 
a hypnotic way of talking which is at times 
almost poetry. : 

“Agnes and | live in the most beautiful 
house in the world," said. "I! do not 
wish you to think me extravagant. Of 
course it isn't the most beautiful house in 
the world, but it is because we think it 
is so. We look right over the harbor, out 
the channel to the sea. 

"We. do not heave our home when the 
winds come and the leaves fall and the 
summer people run. We live there all year 
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around, and there are others who gallantly 
stay the winter. These neighbors are our 
solid friends. We have dinner together and 
we play bridge and gin rummy and we sit 
at one another's fires and talk about what 
we read in the city papers.

Although he still maintains his office in 
Boston and talks to his associates on the 
phone every day, Welch goes into the 
city only a couple of times a month. 

His part of each of the shows in the 
mystery series is taped in his boathouse 
where the producers, Robert Saudek As- 
sociates, have created a book-lined study, 
scenically and technically perfect as back- 
ground for the lawyer-narrator. 

lf he couldn't have taped his part in 
the shows in Harwichport, it is unlikely 
that he would have done them since he 
doesn't like to be too much away from his 
home, What time he is away, he prefers to 
spend traveling.

ebut. 


"| LIKE to think | justified the trip by 
doing interviews for the picture along the 
way, he said. "At least Mr. Preminger as- 
sured me that | did.

He has 
become our good friend. Now he is in 
Israel, filming ‘Exodus,’ and he has invited 
Agnes and me to meet him in Rome and 
have a holiday with him." 

Welch said that one of the most excit- 
ing and rewarding facets of his new career 
is the opportunity it has given him to make 
so many new friends of such charm and 
grace.

Welch, whose first wife died, was married 
three years ago to the former Agnes 
Brown, the widow of an old friend and a 
former client. He has two married sons 
and seven grandchildren. Mrs. Welch, has 
three grown children, two of them married. 

“Agnes and | have been so wonderfully 
happy together,” he said. "And we think it 
is a credit to all our children that we are 


all friends and ben on well together. 


OBVIOUSLY, this is also a credit to both 
parents. Joseph Welch is a wise man, rich 
in the qualities of intelligence, compassion 
and understanding. His wife seems similarly 
gifted, so it is not surpris that their 
children are also richly clined 

Nor is Joseph Welch without a spirit of 
adventure and the courage that is a part 
of adventure. It takes great courage to 


venture into strange fields and he admits 
to many chilling moments egy ee he strayed 
from his safe and familiar : 
offices. 

He said it was a very difficult decision to 
accept the assignment as counsel for 
Army in the McCarthy hearings, and in 
that moment that his plane was hovering 
over Washington, getting ready to land, he 
felt very frightened and very much alone. 

"| couldn't help but think, ‘Joe Welch, 
in the name of heaven, what are you do- 
ing here?’ And do you know, | was al- 
most as scared when | did my first televi- 
sion show, that series on the Constitu- 
tion on ‘Omnibus.’ 

“DON'T LET ME give you the impression 
of false bravery. I'm til pretty scared of 
television. But the mere fact of being 
frightened is no reason for not doing 
something. Quite the opposite. It is often 
a good reason for taking the plunge.”
